Maddii now leads 
Kees Van der Ven (KTM) in the point 
standings, 244 to 218, with only three 
rounds remaining. 





Jim Malloy (Kaw) downed Johnny 
Sands (Hon) in the Funny Bike 
final during the NMRA series round 
held on July 15 in conjunction 
with the NHRA’s Summer Na- 
tionals at New Jersey's English- 
town Raceway Park.

will not be running motocross races _ 


at Indian Dunes after the 30-day 
notice of cancellation expires on 
their lease agreement with the Va- 
lencia, California, facility. “You 
don’t do business with someone 
who sues you,’ said Walt James of 
the Dunes staff when we contacted 
him to confirm a rumor. “Jerry 
Shore is suing us after he fell off a 
piece of equipment we loaned 
him.” Shore, who was seriously 
injured in a bulldozer accident two 
years ago, was unavailable for 
comment when we went to press 
on July 16. It is likely that Stu 
Peters’ Continental Motosports 
Club will pick up AME’s alternat- 
ing Friday night and Sunday race 
slots. 


Lance King scored a perfect 15 points 
to lead all riders at the July 15 Over- 
seas Speedway Final in Belle Vue, 
England. Three of the four American 
riders in the event finished in the top 
10 and transferred to the next step in 
the chase for the World Invitational 
Speedway title, the Intercontinental 
Final in August. Runner-up to King 
in the Overseas Final was Australian 
Phil Crump (12), while American 
Shawn Moran scored 11 for third. 
Kelly Moran wound up tied with 
England’s Les Collins for 10th place; 
he won arun-off for the final transfer. 
The other American competing, Bob- 
by Schwartz, apparently had his prob- 
lems and only scored three points. 


Team Hammer won the sixth round 
of the WERA/Dunlop National 
Endurance Series, a six-hour at 
Bryar Motorsports Park in Loudon, 
New Hampshire.

Bill Bell, 1936-1984 


Motorcycling lost one ofits best when Bill Bell, 47, passed away July 
10 after a two-year battle with cancer. The father of 1980 AMA 
Supercross Champion Mike Bell, Bill was very much an industry 


figure in his own right. 


His early career included a stint in carpentry and scrambles racing 
at southern California's Prado Park, but he rose to prominence as a 
four-stroke tuner of note during the early '70s at Long Beach Honda. 
An XL250-engined machine prepared by Bell and ridden by Bob 
Hosford enjoyed considerable success against two-stroke moto- 


crossers during that time. 


In 1980 Bell went to Yamaha, where he managed their very suc- 
cessful off-road team, dominating off-road desert competition for 
two years and doing well in National Enduro and ISDE Qualifier 


rounds. 


When Yamaha dropped its off-road team at the end of the 1981 
season, Bell moved to the position of directing Yamaha's Competi- 
tion Support program. More recently, however, he returned to 
Yamaha's racing department where he was working on machinery 
with Keith McCarty and Bob Oliver, until his illness forced him to quit 


work. 


Bell is survived by his wife Elaine, and children Mike, Christy, Scott 
and Brett . He will be remembered as a kind and decent man, a big 
fellow with a ready smile. He will be remembered and missed.

A couple of issues ago we rana 
New Products item about Trim 
` road racing boots, as sold by 
T.G. Race Works, Box 19, 
Brooklyn, NY 11224, 212/448-1402. 
The good news is that we had the 
price wrong, listing it as $139.95. 
That price came off an out-dated 
price sheet sent to us with the boots, 
earlier this year. The price is $119.95: 
The bad news is that the boots are 
made of vinyl. 

That’s right, vinyl; imitation leath- 
er; a type of plastic. 

The shocking part is that Trim 
honcho Brian Littler stood in the pits 
at Road Atlanta late last year and told 
me all about the ‘‘laser-permeated 
leather” used to construct the boots; 
detailed the “glove leather” lining; 
raved about the ballistics felt used 
between layers of “leather” to pro- 
vide crash protection for critical areas 
of the foot. 

There may be some leather used in 
the boot, but the primary material, 
the stuff used to build most of the 
boot, is vinyl. 

I found out because a couple of my 
friends have bought the boots and 
crashed in them, and the vinyl, pre- 
dictably enough, melted and tore and 
wore right through. 

It’s easier to be fooled by these 
boots than you’d think; they’re em- 
bossed and appear to be made of 
cowhide. 

According to T.G.. Race Works’ 
Tony Gioia, the “inner boot is leather. 
It looks like a little boot inside, from 
the ankle down. The top coat is PVC 
(polyvinyl chloride). But they're going 
to all-leather construction.” 

Gioia points out that the literature 
distributed on the boots by T.G. Race 
Works describes the outer layer as 
being PVC, witha leather inner boot. 
Gioia says that there are many advan- 
tages to the outer coating, which is 
indeed “‘laser-permeated,” saying the 
outer layer has a wicking material 
attached to it which draws sweat 
away from the rider’s foot. 

Gioia says that Trim boots are 
imported by T.G. Race Works, a 
company he runs to support his own 
road racing, and by Tiani Imports, a 


urchased 18 co interma- 
tional, a marketing firm, and IB CO 
Gaskets, Inc., by Barry Ferency, from 
Anker Laursen. 





rensburg, New York. Gioia says T.G. 
and Tiani both supply boots to Trim/ 
Transworld in Savannah, Georgia, 
and that Littler is a principle in the 
parent company, located in Germany. 
The boots are made in Mauritius out 
of American-made parts. 


But according to Jeff Hoffman, 
owner of Tiani Imports, he is the sole 
U.S. importer and supplies Trim 
boots to T.G. Race Works and Trim/ 
Transworld, who act as distributors 
of the boots. 

Hoffman says “Every boot I’ve 
brought in this year has a full leather 
liner. The boots are being made to 
my specifications, now are completely 
leather lined through the upper. I 
will begin-domestic manufacturing, 
in the U.S., in 1985, and the boots 
will be 100% leather with a lamina- 
tion over the top.” 

According to Hoffman, the boots 
now on sale do not wear completely 
through all their layers of construc- 
tion during crashes, and provide good 
protection. 

Unfortunately, some decent peo- 
ple — including T.G. Race Works 
—who sell Trim boots to retail cus- 
tomers may be the big losers in this 
fraud. But as I see it, people who sell 
vinyl boots and claim they’re leather 
should be obligated to refund money 
to anybody who bought the boots 
and thought they were leather. e

On Competition 
Factory participation always 
has and probably always will 
be in existance in National- 
caliber motorcycle racing. As of 
late, there has been controversy as to 
whether participation with special, 
one-off works bikes is good for the 
sport or not. Some believe that it is 
necessary for further development and 
modernization of future machines. 
Others, such as Yamaha’s motocross 
team, contest that proper develop- 
ment work can be done with produc- 
- tion bikes. The controversy envelopes 
not only motocross, but other types of 
motorcycle racing as well. 

In the National motocross scene, it 
is obvious that a normal privateer is 
not competitive with the factories. In 
a way, that defeats the purpose of rac- 
ing. If only a certain number of riders 
are on capable machinery, a race is 
not really a race. Team Yamaha has 
made the first move, since the claim- 
ing rule scare of the mid-70s, to use 
modified production machinery to 
contest the National circuit. If a pri- 
vateer is inventive enough, and if he 
has enough talent, that rider can be 
on par with Yamaha. The other major 
factories have resisted the move, but 
is that necessarily an intelligent deci- 
sion? 

Although motorcycle and automo- 
bile racing are two separate entities, 
no one can deny the success of NAS- 
CAR. The reason for the success is 
that everyone is put on the same level 
through strict limitations set by the 
governing body. This is done to pro- 
vide the most competitive, and there- 
fore exciting, racing. A sport, any 
sport, must be appealing to the aver- 
age spectator to be successful. Dirt 
track racing is a good example in the

Since the basic design of Harley- 
Davidson’s V-twin that is currently 
being used on half mile and mile cir- 
cuits is 12 years old, many people 
have a vast amount of knowledge 
about the mill. That puts the private 
tunerson par with the factories. When 
everyone is using the same basic 
motorcycle, a high level of competi- 
tion is present. The very same motor- 
cycles that Team Harley-Davidson 
uses are available to the privateer, 
creating a NASCAR-type of equality. 
Competition in a near-perfect form. 
Honda’s move into dirt track has 
created brand competition, something 
that hasn’t existed since Yamaha 
backed out of the competition in 1977 
with their in-line twin. However, the 
pushrod vs. overhead cam battle is 
apparently becoming very one-sided. 
Maybe this will get the Harley folks 
onto some serious development work, 
and possibly get other manufacturers 
to compete, also. 

In the past, road racing has been 
concentrated on Formula One in the 
United States. Recently, talk has been 
to eliminate F-] racing in favor of 
Superbike events. This is not neces- 
sarily a wise move. The Superbikes 
were not designed to handle as much 
horsepower as tuners are putting in 
them, therefore parts break. A For- 
mula | racer was designed to be raced, 
the internals are much stronger, and 
break much less often. Also, a two- 
stroke multi-cylinder engine has many 
less parts to break. And, although the 
base price of the bike is much greater, 
the development and machine-type 
work needed to make the F-1 racer 
competitive is much less, so the bike 
is less expensive to purchase and to 
operate for the duration of a season. 
If the factories would make the For- 
mula | bikes that are marketed as 
competitive as the ones they’re using 
— that is, ride what they sell — that 
desired level of competition would be 
present, and privateers could afford 
to compete. 

The factories must stand back and 
take a look. at what is happening. 
The right moves must be made to 
preserve motorcycle racing as we know 
it. Because, if the costs are driven too 
high for a privateer to be successful, 
participants will drop out. If the 
right answers are offered, spectators 
— which will follow hand-in-hand 
with participants — will multiply, 
much to the benefit of the motorcy- 
cling public. It will help two-wheelers 
gain universal acceptance. All of us 
should think about it. e

and Harry Klinzmann on a BMW. 
This race draws the big Japanese 
factories in a large force, ‘cause it’s in 
their own back yard and draws huge 
crowds. The World Championship 
Endurance teams are there, trying to 
get those very badly-needed points. 





against the French, Belgians, Ital- 
ians, English, and all others the World 
has to beat. The Yanks have won this 
race three times, the rider/bike com- 
binations being me and Baldwin ona 
Honda, Baldwin and Wes Cooley on 
a Suzuki, and Cooley and New Zea- 
lander Graeme Crosby on a Suzuki. 

The only bad thing about it is that 
the race promoters, Hondaland Ltd. 
(they also own the track) are setting 
up sponsorship for Americans riding 
Hondas 1n the race, and refusing to 
help teams on other brands. Emde 
and Klinzmann are being sponsored 
by Moto Rider magazine of Japan, 
but for a private team without a big 
Japanese sponsor it would cost about 
$15,000 to go there and return. 

I was offered all expenses, but 
when I told the promoters I'd be rid- 
ing with U.S. National Endurance 
Champions Team Hammer, they 
backed out on the offer because Team 
Hammer rides Suzukis. 

When that deal died, I got hooked 
up with David Old on his Honda. 

It’s too bad, because with Russ 
Paulkand meon oneof Team Hammer's 
bikes I know we could win that race; 
the other team riders on the other 
bike could crack top five easily. 


* * * 


Riders who lose their tempers on 
the race track are not really racers. 
When you get on your bike you 
should know up front what you’re 
getting into, the same as when you 
get on the freeway. Sometimes it gets 
dirty, guys cutting you off or ram- 
ming you. Racing is for racers. In 
speedway racing there’s someone 
watching you all the time you’re on 
the track, so if you’re fouled, you 
don’t have to take matters into your 
own hands. I’ve seen people in the 
pits being chased by fellow racers 
with a hammer in their hand. Wow! I 
have always thought that was unnes- 
cessary to do that because I'd get 
another chance to get them back on 
the track. The only thing is, some- 
times the guy you want to get quits 
racing. Bummer!

I went to the Carlsbad 500cc MX 
Grand Prix to get a real good look at 
the bikes and racetrack. I can say it 
was a lot easier to get mud on myself 
— because they nearly rained out the 
track with the water truck — than it 
was to see what was new on the 
machines. The mechanics park them- 
selves and the bikes so no one but no 
one sees anything the mechanics 
don’t want them to see. I guess really, 
if you did see something you wanted 
for your bike you’d have to wait ‘til 
next season to even see if it was a good 
idea for a production model. 

So maybe the factories are doing us 
racers a big favor by not showing us 
too much — or maybe they’re just 
protecting secrets from other facto- 
ries. If the rider is good, like Broc 
Glover was that day, he might do as 
well on a mountain bike. The crowd 
seemed to be a little down from 
before, but the races were great — a 
little bad luck for David Bailey, how- 
ever.

Just a note about Raymond Roche. 
I said he was good, that with the right 
machinery he’d be in there. Now that 
Honda needs a rider to finish between 
Lawson and Spencer, guess who’s 
got a factory bike and showing the 
world he’s capable of getting the job 
done — Raymond Roche. 

Thatta boy, Raymond! 

I'll bet money that’s making Mike 
Baldwin crazy! I’m sure Baldwin 
would give his eye tooth for another 
chance on the world championship 
circuit. We’ll see how well he does at 
Laguna Seca. °

Recent deaths 
close Saddleback

LONG BEACH, CA, JULY 16 

A number of fatal accidents 
earlier this year have resulted 
in the closure of Saddleback 
Park, leaving its future opera- 
tion in doubt. Shutdown of the entire 
park to both racers and recreational 
riders came sometime early last week, 
but was not discovered until riders 
arrived at Saddleback for a scheduled 
CMC motocross this Sunday, only to 
find its gates locked. Just the week 
before at a CRC motocross, rider 
activity was restricted to the Interna- 
tional track and its pit areas in the 
front of the park. The remainder of 
Saddleback, beginning at the road 
leading toward Webco Hill, was ban- 
nered off-limits. 

The closure came apparently at the 
request of the Irvine Co., which owns 
the land, when park operator Marvin 
Hendricks had his $5 million liabil- 
ity insurance policy, which covers 
the park’s operations, cancelled_ 
by its carrier. Not affected is race 
event liability insurance handled by 
the K&K Insurance Co. of Ft. Wayne, 
Indiana, for some promoters using 
the track. 

When the park closed, it was ap- 
parently the culmination of circum- 
stances which have surrounded the 
deaths of three riders and one park 
employee. No information is availa- 
ble at this time about the deaths of 
two of the riders, except that one 
occurred on an ATV. The employee 
death occurred in early May during a 
CRC event when Everett Grant rolled 
a water truck down an embankment 
near Webco Hill. But the last straw in 
the sequence of tragedies came with 
the death of 10-year-old John Shaver 
in early June in a head-on collision 
with another rider on a trail in the 
park. 

According to sources, Saddleback 
“has lots of blind spots on its trails,”’ 
and the accident could have even 
happened to more experienced riders. 

One prominant race promoter told 
us that Saddleback has been “‘run- 
ning close to the bone.” The promo- 
ter, who asked to remain unidenti- 
fied, said that lack of maintenance to 
the park’s trails and roads has them 
“to the point where it’s dangerous to 
ride them.” 

The future of Saddleback is uncer- 
tain. One source says that it’s not 
known if the park will re-open. Jerry 
Collins, a spokesman for the Irvine 
Co. which owns the park and leases it 
to Hendricks, said, “When and if he 
(Hendricks) obtains insurance, we 
expect him to resume operations.” 

Hendricks was unavailable for 
comments at presstime.

O’Mara heads 
Buffalo stampede

BUFFALO, NY, JULY 14 


While Honda’s Johnny O’Mara may be a 
resident of Simi Valley, California, few 
would hesitate to say he was at home in the 
20-lap final at the Miller High Life Super 


cross in Buffalo’s Rich Stadium 


after watching him lead every 
millimeter of every lap to pocket 
the win. O’Mara’s teammates, 
David Bailey and Ron Lechien, 
streaked across the finish line within 


a second of O’Mara to put the finish- 
ing touches on a Honda sweep. Yam- 
aha’s Ricky Johnson and Suzuki’s 
Mark Barnett rounded out the top 
five. 


As O'Mara went about his business 
of putting his fifth Supercross win of 
the year in the record books, Bailey 
waited — less than a bikelength 
behind — for a bobble by O’Mara 
that never came on a track where 
passing was, at best, difficult. Many 





riders had harsh words for the layout. 
“It’s one of the worst tracks I’ve ever 
seen,” said Honda’s Bob Hannah, 
who finished 11th. “It’s simply not 
technical enough — it was a one-line 
pit.” 

Nevertheless, points were awarded 
and it’s still O’Mara far and away on 
top of the heap in the Wrangler Super- 
cross Series chase. O’Mara pulled toa 
54-point lead over Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward, who finished seventh, 443 to 
389. Johnson at 380 and Bailey one 
mark back at 379 follow with four 
rounds left. 

The first Supercross in Rich Sta- 
dium (the home of the Buffalo Bills 
football team) and the first in Buffalo 
attracted over 22,400 spectators, accord- 
ing to the promoter. 
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Heats 


Lechien and Hannah cruised away 
from Team Tamm’s A.J. Whiting as 
the first heat of the evening was 
unleashed, while O’Mara unloaded 
and began to play catch-up. After the 
first three of six laps Lechien, too, 
found himself on the ground, but he 
remounted soon enough to keep his 
lead over Hannah. O'Mara was back 
with a bang for a close third. 

Hannah hounded Lechien and 
finally broke around on lap four and 
pressed on to win. Lechien and 
O’Mara came through a second later 
over Suzuki's George Holland, Whit- 
ing and Floridian Kevin Foley in 
what would turn out to be the slowest 
heat of the night. 

Kawasaki’s Billy Liles led Yama- 
ha’s Broc Glover through the first 
two laps in the next heat, with Keith 
Bowen and Ward in close company 
for third and fourth. Glover unloaded 
on lap three, then Ward picked up 
the pace and passed Bowen and then 
leader Liles on the last lap to net the 
win. Liles took a secure second over 
Bowen, Suzuki’s Scott Burnworth, 
Yamaha Support rider Kenny Keylon 
and Glover. 

Johnson and Barnett engaged in a 
fierce battle all the way in the next 
heat, with Johnson leading through 
lap three and Barnett finally wedging 
past on lap four—after many thwarted 
attempts—in a sweeper heading onto 
the lengthy starting grid straightaway. 
The pair went wheel-to-wheel right 
to the finish, often knocking together 
in the corners, with Barnett a happy 
winner by the slimmest of margins. 
Goat Breker held on for third over 
Suzuki Canada’s Ross Pederson and 
Yamaha Support rider Jim Holley. 

“Johnson had a few bad lines and I 
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took advantage of that,” said Barnett. 
“But it’s difficult to pass in most 
places.” At five minutes, 19.32 
seconds, it was the fastest heat of the 
evening, with lap times in the 52 
second range. 

The final heat was Bailey’s all the 
way, and with no traffic in his path 
for most of the way he also set a quick 
time — less than a half second behind 
Barnett’s time. Kent Howerton stayed 
close for a few laps and finished a 
distant second, with Alan King and 
Yamaha Support rider Rodney Smith 
challenging Howerton for several laps 
but finishing third and fourth, respec- 
tively. 

Quarter-finals 

Camas, Washington's Eric Hall 
and his Beaverton Honda were the 
class act of the first quarter-final, as 
Hall edged away from Honda- 
mounted Carlo Coen and Yamaha 
rider Steve Johnson in sure-footed 
style. Hall scored the win over Coen, 
Johnson and Sam Dell Kawasaki-sup- 
ported Tom Rice. 

Another Washington rider, Orange 
County Cycle-backed Jim Anderson, 
ran away in a march to the checkered 
flag over Yamaha-supported Pete 
Snorteland and Dan Bolle Racing’s 
Ed Arnet. Suzuki's Rick Ryan placed 
fourth over Honda rider Don Turk. 


Semis 

Ward and Hannah broke cleanly 
away from the pack in semi one as 
Lechien, Glover and O'Mara mixed 
itup behind. Hannah crashed halfway 
into lap twoand got back on board in 
10th as Ward proceeded to add to his 
leading margin. 

Glover, in a heated debate with 
Lechien through the first four laps, 
finally settled the argument on lap 
five and held to finish second behind 
Ward by nearly five seconds. Lechien, 
O’Mara and Liles nabbed the next 
three spots with Whiting and Husq- 
varna’s Micky Dymond, on a proto- 
type single-shock 250CR, taking sixth 
and seventh. Holland and Hannah 
grabbed the last two transfer spots to 
the final. 

As he had done in his heat, Bailey 
was in complete control of the second 
semi and pulled free of Pederson, 
King and Smith with apparent ease. 
Breker was left sitting only a few 
yards off the start line after his rear 
brake rod came apart, jamming the 
wheel to an abrupt halt, and he was 
out for the night. Barnett was suffer- 
ing from early lap traffic and found 
himself at the rear of the pack. 

Bailey cruised on ahead of Peder- 
son, with Rick Johnson up to third 
by lap five after starting eighth. Bar- 
nett hustled through the pack after 
going down once more, and finally 
passed Anderson on the last lap to 
pull into eighth. Bailey easily won 
over Pederson, Johnson, King, Hol- 
ley, Howerton and Dan Bolle Rac- 
ing’s Erik Kehoe. Barnett held eighth 
over Anderson. 

“With the track like it is,” said Bai- 
ley, “the guy out front has a definite 
advantage. It’s nearly impossible to 
pass and everybody seems to get held 
up. I’ve been getting good starts so it 
hasn’t been a problem for me as 
much.” 


‘Last Chance Qualifier 


Rodney Smith handily won the 
LCQ, while a lot of bar-banging 
went on behind him. Burnworth, 
while he finished second and locked 
up the last transfer to the final, was 
forced to fend off Northgate Honda’s 
Tom Carson early on after the two 
tangled. 

Ryan, who said he “crashed in the 
middle of all of the traffic,” finished 
10th and “wasn’t able to make up the 
ground.” Bowen was in the same 
situation and finished ninth, seven 
spots too far back to make the final.

Final 

As the gate came down in the final, 
the byword was O'Mara. “I gota tre- 
mendous jump off the gate,” said 
O'Mara, “and made sure I didn’t get 
the front wheel up at all. I just moved 
over to the right heading into the first 
corner and was in control, trying not 
to go too wide. Once I was clear I 
looked behind and saw David (Bai- 
ley) right behind and I felt comfort- 
able.” 

O'Mara and Bailey immediately 
opened up a few seconds over the bat- 
tle for second — a toss-up between 
Liles, Ward, Johnson, Holland and 
Barnett. Lechien was seventh off the 
line but was up to fourth behind 
Liles by the end of lap two. "I haven’t 
been getting good starts lately,” said 
Lechien, ‘‘but for once I was able to 
make up ground. Passing was a little 
tight, but there were-a few places to 
pass.” And by lap four Lechien was 
up to third — with 16 laps to go the 
top three were already set. 


Liles saw his hopes of a top finish 
diminish on lap seven. “I was run- 
ning fourth behind Lechien, trying 
to make up some time, and Johnson 
stuffed by me in a corner. When he 
did he caught my front brake lever 
and took my bike out from under me. 
I didn’t appreciate it, and after I got 
back up I was pretty upset. I ended up 
getting sideways in a rut and going 
down again.” 

Ward railed past Johnson into 
fourth, as Barnett joined the chase in 
sixth behind Johnson and Liles fell 
to eighth behind Glover. 

Lap 10 saw O’Mara and Bailey 
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continue in flawless 1-2 form, with 
Bailey inching closer only to have 
O’Mara handily counter his efforts. 
“About all I could do was stay within 
a second of Johnny,” said Bailey, 
“and wait for him to make a bobble.” 

“I was riding smoothly,” said 
O'Mara, “and things were going well. 
I couldn’t believe how fast the laps 
were clicking by.” ‘ 

Ward, who had been stalking closer 
to Lechien in an attempt to capture 
third, unloaded late in lap 10. “Things 
looked good once I got past Liles and 
Johnson, but then went downhill. I 
went down pretty hard and when I 
got back up I was around seventh.” 

Johnson took up fourth behind 
Lechien, with Barnett right in there 
for a tight fifth over Ward, Glover 
and Liles: “I was haaving a lot of 
trouble with lapped traffic,” said 
Johnson. “I was running with Bar- 
nett for a while, then went after 
Lechien. There was really only one 
place on the track you could consider 
to be a two-line corner; everywhere 
else you just followed. I managed to 
make up a lot of ground on Lechien 
in the last laps.” 

Lechien was also eating up some of 
Bailey’s cushion. “It looked like I 
was going to catch Bailey,” said 
Lechien, “but I think he saw me com- 
ing and picked up his pace.” 

O'Mara raised his fist at the finish 
line as he scored the win, with Bailey 
ending upright where he started — a 
close second. Lechien was another 
half second back for third over John- 
son, Barnett, Glover and Ward. 

O’Mara, Bailey and Lechien took 
turns at spraying beer at each other, 
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the trophy girls, and the spectators 
gathered around winner’s circle. 

“T'm really jazzed over the win,” 
said O’Mara. “I have an even better 
point lead over Ward, but there’s still 
four races left. I h ave to try to be real 
consistent from now on.” 

“T was within striking distance all 
the way,” said Bailey, “and if Johnny 
would’ve made a mistake I would 
have taken advantage of it. Other- 
wise, I wasn’t about to try to stuff my 
teammate.” 

Hannah, back in the pack on the 
start, was unable to work his way up 
and finished 11th. ‘I’ve been in a lot 
of races that I could come from ‘the 
back and do well,” said Hannah,

Shobert rocks 
at Hagerstown 
Half Mile

HAGERSTOWN, MD, JULY 14 


Honda’s Bubba Shobert took command on 
the restart of the Hagerstown National Half 
Mile and led a six-lap dash to the checkered 
flag over Harley-Davidson’s Randy Goss 


and Honda teammate Doug 
Chandler with Harley’s Scott 
Parker and Iveco-sponsored 
Pete Hames rounding out the 
top five. The 20-lap National was 


red-flagged on lap 15 after Jon Corn- 
well crashed. He was uninjured and 
made the restart. 

Shobert, hit with a $1,000 fine and 
a suspension of 45 days or nine con- 
secutive Nationals (including road 
race Nationals), has appealed both 
the fine and suspension. The fine/ 
suspension was meted out by the 
AMA after a fight between Shobert 
and Terry Poovey at last week’s St. 
Louis Short Track National. Wayne 
Moulton, head of professional com- 
petition for the AMA, will appoint a 





three member panel to hear argu- 
ments and aruling is hoped for by the 
July 28 DuQuoin Mile National. 
Ricky Graham, the points leader 
going into Hagerstown, had one of 
the most disappointing showings of 
his Camel Pro Series career. Graham, 
involved in an accident in his heat 
race yet still able to qualify for a semi 
after a restart, saw his chances to 
make the National come up one spot 
short in both the semi and then the 
Last Chance Qualifier. The result of 
Graham spectating was that Goss 
now leads the standings by seven 
points, 138 to 131, over Graham, with 
Parker at 122 ahead of a tight race for 
fourth between Shobert (109), Chand- 
ler (106) and Ted Boody (104), who 
finished sixth at Hagerstown. Sho- 
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Runner-up Randy Goss battles with Matt Rozowicz (40) and Rob Crabbe 
in a heat race. With the second, Goss now leads the points. 





bert’s points will remain unofficial 
until a ruling on his appeal. 


Time Trials 

A slim field of 41 Experts was on 
hand for the National, assuring all 
who attempted to time trial a berth in 
the normal 48-rider field. Although 
the track produces some good racing, 
it is not a favorite with the riders. 

“I believe the track is rougher this 
year,” said Graham before qualify- 
ing. “It’s definitely a challenge to 
figure out the right combination of 
chassis setting, tires, gearing and then 
find just the right line around the 
track.” 

The fastest lap around the semi- 
banked stock car track belonged to 
Chandler at 24.57 seconds, erasing 
Morehead’s 24.835-second track record 
of a year ago. Shobert, Parker, More- 
head and Scott Pearson filled out the 
top five and all were under the pre- 
vious record. Richard Collar, at 
27.358, was the 41st and final qualifier. 


Heats 


Gary Scott wired the start of the first 
heat to lead the 11-rider field into 
turn one. There were almost as many 
lines as there were riders, a situation 
which would continue throughout 
the night. Scott picked up Randy 
Texter for ashadow and the two held 
the front-running positions until the 
start of lap four when Texter went 
down hard between turns one and 
two, bringing out the red flag. 

On the restart, Pearson and Chand- 
ler relegated Scott to third ahead of 
Jimmy Filice. Chandler and Pearson 
battled for the lead in the remaining 
laps with Chandler edging Pearson 
by two feet at the finish. Filice topped 
Scott for third. 

“I got by Jimmy on the final lap 
heading into turn three,” said Scott, 
“but I got high in turn four and 
Jimmy scooted past.” 

The second heat went four full laps 
before the red flag came out. A crash 
by Mike Garrison, which brought 
Graham down also, happened on lap 
three in turn three, but it was Eric 
Rausch’s crash in turns one/two 
which stopped the race. All three 
were only shaken. Only Graham made 
the restart. 

Shobert, Steve Eklund and Hames 
resumed the battle they had started in 
the opening laps. Graham was also 
in the thick of things, but one lap 
down. In the final laps, Graham 
edged ahead of Eklund and Hames to 
give the fans the impression he fin- 
ished second and was in the National. 
Not so. “I had nowhere to go when 
Garrison went down in front of me,” 





said Graham. “Luckily, with only 10 
riders in the heat and two not making 
the restart I knew I would go to the 
semi.” 

The lead in the third heat alter- 
nated among Matt Rozowica, Randy 
Goss and Rob Crabbe in the opening 
laps with Rozowicz crashing before 
the halfway flags. Goss held the point 
with pressure from Boody and Parker 
as the two sliced through traffic to 
second and third. Goss was able to 
pull away for the win, leaving Boody 
to hold off Parker’s challenges to the 
finish. As the two circled the track on 
the cool-off lap, Goss turned and 
gave Boody and Parker the “‘thumbs- 
up” sign for a good race. Goss, last 
year’s winner, seemed pleased with 
his win although he noted the track 
would change “quite a bit” before 
the National. 

Morehead won the fourth heat after 
opening up an early advantage and 
then having his line go away, allow- 
ing Alex Jorgensen and Ronnie Jones 
to challenge his front-running posi- 
tion. Jorgensen broke away from 
Jones in the final laps to run a close 
second to Morehead at the finish. A 
four-rider duel for fourth among Tom 
Maitland, Fran Brown, Jon Corn- 
well and Tim Mertens closed on 
Jones in the last two laps. Maitland’s 
last-lap charge to nip Jones was 
thwarted by Brown getting momen- 
tarily out of shape and Maitland 
backing off the gas to avoid a colli- 
sion. The heat was the fastest of the 
four, giving Morehead the pole posi- 
tion for the National. 


Semis 

There was only one transfer to the 
National open from each semi and in 
semi one all eyes were focused on 
Graham. “I can’t remember when 
I’ve been in a semi,” said Graham. 
After Gary Scott scooted into a comfort- 
able lead and held on for the win, 
Graham noted he had never run a 
Last Chance Qualifier and didn’t 
really appreciate having to do so. 

Semi two saw Mertens crash his 
way out of the lead on lap two. The 
race then became a two-rider battle 
between Maitland and Cornwell with 
Cornwell prevailing at the checkered 
flag for his ticket to the National. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Rob Crabbe led the LCQ from 
start-to-finish. It was Graham’s most 
important race of the night and his 
second wasn’t good enough. While 
Crabbe was all smiles at grabbing the 
final spot in the 15-rider National 
field, Graham’s disappointment was 
obvious. ‘Nothing seemed to work

Junior National 


The key to Roger Thompson’s vic- 
tory in the Junior National was a five- 
minute conversation with Harley’s 
Clyde Denzer prior to time trials. “I 
couldn't seem to find the right gear- 
ing combination for the track so I 
went to Mr. Denzer for some help,” 
said Thompson after his win. “He 
told me what would be the best gear- 
ing, I changed to the combination he 
suggested and didn’t change the rest 
of the night.” 

Thompson was in full command 
for the 12-lap National while posi- 
tions shuffled behind him. Don Estep, 
Robert Lewis, Chris Carr and George 
Roeder swapped second among them- 
selves. Estep took command on lap 
five, but he and Carr got together in 
turn three on lap eight as Carr chal- 
lenged and Estep went down and out 
of the race. Carr took over second 
with Roeder and Lewis following. 
The positions remained the same to 
the flag. 

“I was trying so hard to concentrate 
on the final lap,” said Thompson, 
who also won the Sacramento Mile 
Junior National earlier this season, 
“that I stuck my left foot in a hole, 
ripped off my skid shoe and jammed 
my toes. I wasn’t going to ride the 
line I did until I saw Jon Cornwell 
beat Ricky Graham in their semi.” 

Mike Mickbee of Santa Monica, 
California, owns and tuned the Harley- 
Davidson XR750 Californian Thomp- 
son rides. His sponsors include his 
father, Jim, Bartell’s H-D of Culver 
City, KRW, Corona Raceway and 
Riverside. Motorcycle Center and 
Salvage. 

“Don (Estep) and I were having a 
good battle for second,”’ said second- 
place finisher Carr. “We got together 
and his handlebar caught my arm 
and he went down. It wasn’t anyone’s 
fault.” 

The post-race inspection of the 
bikes by AMA officials revealed 
Roeder had raced with a rear tire 
which was noton the list of manufac- 
turer-approved tires submitted to the 
AMA. Although it was argued the 
mistake was unintentional, Roeder 
was disqualified. Third place went to 
Lewis and all other riders behind 
him moved up one spot in the finish- 
ing order. 

National 

“The key to winning is trying to 
figure out where the traction is,” said 
Goss before the National. “You’ve 
got dry and slick spots combined 
with wet; greasy spots, little bumps, 





big bumps and ruts. Weaving your 
way through everything and still cut- 
ting a good lap on every lap won't be 
easy.” 

“You can pass on this track so 
moving up through traffic isn’t so 
hard,” said Jones, “and we shouldn’t 
have a follow-the-leader race. The 
problem is that it’s easier to work 
your way backward than forward. 
Youcan lose everything you’ve gained 
just by hitting a slick spot and losing 
traction.” 

Morehead scanned the ground on 
the front line of the grid inch by inch, 
selecting a spot in the middle “right 
on a nice tacky spot.’’ From the 
grandstand the order read Boody, 
Jorgensen, Goss, Morehead, Chandler 
and Shobert on the front row of the 
6-6-3 grid. Pearson went on the two 
minute clock for a plug change after 
the warm-up lap. 

On the start, it was Morehead jet- 
ting away followed by Parker, Goss, 
Shobert, Pearson, Scott, Chandler and 
the rest of the field spread six to eight 
deep in the turns. Shobert bumped 
Goss to fourth for laps two and three 
with Goss ahead of Shobert on lap 
four. Morehead was inching away 
from Parker in second. 

Goss found plenty of traction on 
the fifth lap and moved into second 
over Parker, Shobert, Boody and 
Chandler. Pearson, Jorgensen and 
Hames followed. While the top six 
were all over the track looking for the 
line to mount a successful challenge, 
Hames was slowly working his way 
to seventh over Jorgensen and Pear- 
son by lap eight. 

The halfway flags saw Morehead 
still out in front, but Goss and the 
rest of the field were narrowing the 
advantage. 

“The rear brake began‘dragging at 
about the halfway point,’’ Morehead 
said afterward. “At first I could keep 
the bike heading straight in the turns, 
but then it began to drag so bad the 
bike would get sideways in the mid- 
dle of the turns — the spot where you 
want to be on the gas because that’s 
where all the traction was. I think if I 
could’ve kept it going straight I 
would've been able to hold the lead to 
the finish. With the bike going side- 
ways, I lost all my drive.” 

_Shobert made his move on Goss on 
lap 11 for second, then closed on 
Morehead and took the lead on lap 13 
exiting the second turn. One lap 
later, Goss bumped Morehead to third. 
At the same time, Cornwell went 
down hard in the area between turns 
one/two and lay on the track in 
obvious pain. The race was red- 
flagged. Cornwell, afterexamination

by the medical crew, was up and 
walking while his crew straightened 
the bent handlebars on his bike, re- 
paired minor damage and headed for 
the starting line. Meanwhile, Pear- 
son was having his rear tire changed. 
“I don’t like to see the red flag come 
out,” said Pearson, “but my rear tire 
was going flat and it allowed me to 
get a fresh tire and finish the race.” 

Another rider who benefitted by 
the stopping of the race was Chandler. 
“T had too much air in my rear tire 
when I started the National,” said 
Chandler, “and I wasn’t getting the 
traction I needed. When they stopped 
therace, I got Jerry (Griffith, his tuner) 
to drop the pressure down a bit and it 
really helped.” 

Shobert held the front position on 
the single-file restart with 14 riders 
behind him. Shobert sped away on 
the turn of the green starting light 
and never looked back. Goss and 
Chandler traded second on laps 15 
through 17 with Goss getting the 
upper hand for the final three laps. 
Hames held fourth on the restart 
with Jorgensen, Parker and Boody 
following. 

On the final lap, Parker dropped 
Hames to fifth while Boody moved 
around Jorgensen for sixth at the 
flag. Jorgensen, Pearson and Crabbe 
followed with Morehead, unable to 
repair his brake problem in the time 
before the restart, holding on to fin- 
ish 10th. 

“I was a bit worried about having 
to restart the race,” said Shobert, “but 
my bike was working so well I could 
ride almost anywhere on the track 
and gain ground. Steve’s problems 


gave me and the rest of the field the ~ 


chance to catch up to him. I hated to 
see it happen because Steve was rid- 
ing a very good race, but I’ll take my 
first National win on a half mile.” 
Shobert declined to talk about the 
appeal of his suspension other than 
to say he just wanted to go racing and 
let the other things ‘‘sort themselves 
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Scott Parker recovered from this 
practice crash to place fourth. 





“The restart didn’t help meat all,” 
said Goss. ‘Bubba was gone. He had 
the track dialed in really well. For 10 
laps I thought I could beat him (Sho- 
bert), but then he got stronger in the 
final laps and I couldn’t pick up my 
pace.” 

“I had a really good time in the 
final laps,” said Chandler. “Randy is 
a good rider to race that close with 
because you know he won’ t make any 
radical moves so you can run wheel- 
to-wheel without any worry.” e

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Spencer closes on 
Lawson with Spa win

SPA-FRANCORCHAMPS, BELGIUM, JULY 8 

World Champion Freddie Spencer breathed 
life back into the 500cc GP title chase by 
returning, again, to the Honda NS500 three- 
cylinder and leading Randy Mamola and 


Raymond Roche to a Honda 
sweep of the Belgian Grand 
Prix at Spa while point leader 
Eddie Lawson of Team Marl- 


boro Yamaha was relegated to fourth 
by tire problems. Just a week ago, 
Lawson’s grip on the title seemed 
secure, but his point lead was cut 
from 27 to 20 points over Spencer 
with just three races remaining. 
Lawson has 107 points, Spencer 87, 
and Mamola is third with 81. 

In 250cc GP action, fast qualifier 
Manfred Herweh of West Germany 
took the lead on the ninth of 16 laps 
and beat Spain’s Sito Pons by half a 
second for his second victory of the 
year. Championship point leader 
Christian Sarron of France stayed at 
the top of the standings with a third 
place finish. 

For Team Marlboro Roberts the 
weekend could generously be called a 
disaster. Engine and tire problems 
put teammates Wayne Rainey and 
Alan Carter at 20th and 35th - out of 
36 spots - on the grid after qualifying. 
Carter was away well last and al- 
though he was credited with the 
second fastest lap of the race, he could 
only manage a 23rd. Rainey was off 
to.a good start and worked his way up 
to 16th before retiring on the seventh 
lap when his engine began to over- 
heat. 

The French Krauser-Antar team of 
Alain Michel and Jean-Marc Fresc 
took advantage of World Champions 
Rolf Biland and Kurt Waltisperg’s 
tenth lap DNF toscore their first win 
of the year in the Sidecar class. The 
West German Schwarzel-Huber 
Yamaha chair came in second with 
third going to Great Britain!s Steve 





Abbott and Shaun Smith. Champion- 
ship leaders Egbert Streuer and Ber- 
nard Schnieders dropped out on the 
second lap, but held their lead in the 
point standings. 

When the riders arrived for Wed- 
nesday’s free practice session they 
found the track mostly covered witha 
thin layer of mud from construction 
around the 6.94-mile circuit. The 
sidecars went out first and came back 
looking like they had been ina tough 
enduro. They cleaned the track some 
but not much for the 80s and 250s 
and when it was the 500’s turn the 
rains came making the track un- 
rideable. 

Street cleaning machines were 
brought in from Brussels, some 90 
miles away, and improved the track 
greatly, but there was still a one-line 
groove on most of the track that the 
riders were following. 

The track condition was but one 
area in the general decline of the Bel- 
gium race. Although some improve- 
ments had been made — mostly in 
the interest of Formula One cars — the 
paddock conditions were disgraceful. 
Last year, in direct defiance of FIM 
rules, paddock passes were being sold. 
Not this year, though, because once 
you paid your general admission price 
you were allowed to freely wander 
into the pits and paddock area. 

During qualifying one spectator 
was asleep on the pit wall as was one 
corner marshal. 

When Spencer came in once dur- 
ing Saturday’s afternoon practice ses- 
sion, he was asked to get off his 
motorcycle by fans so that they could 
take pictures of it. While Mamola’s 
mechanics watched his progress from 


the guardrail along thefront straight; 





fans moved his machine stands away 
and took turns having their pictures 
taken on his spare bike. 

But that wasn’t the worst of it. 
Spencer had the license plate bracket 
and plate ripped clear off his motor- 
home. West Germany’s Martin 
Wimmer had his briefcase with all of 
his money and passport stolen. Two 
mechanics had their toolchests 
ripped off. But one thief didn’t get 
away so easily. After breaking the 
window on British rider Steve Par- 
rish’s trailer he reached in to steal 
some jackets only, to be met by Par- 
rish’s mechanic. The first reports 
were that the would-be thief’s arm 
was broken, but the mechanic would 
only say that he “gave it a good 
whack.” 

Spencer and Wimmer attended a 
meeting of the organizers and the 
FIM until late Saturday evening and 
on Sunday crowd control was very 
slightly improved. 

Another improvement for Spa was 
the weather. Brilliant cloudless skies 
poured sunny 80-degree weather onto 
the area for the race weekend, allow- 
ing riders and tuners some consis- 
tency in qualifying. 

In the 250cc class, Manfred Her- 
weh, on the Real, had a surprising 
cushion of 1.07 seconds over second 
fastest Guy Bertin on the MBA with 
former World Champion Toni Mang 
third on the HB, a mixture of a 
Kawasaki frame set-up with a long- 
stroke Yamaha engine. Rainey’s tired 
TZ250L was having a hard time get- 
ting up the long uphill after the front 
straightaway and front end chatter 
killed his drive in and out of the 
corners. Carter spread a crank on his 
Yamaha and was forced to the back- 
up bike. After a rebuild, he was back 
on the number one bike only to seize 
it in the morning warm-up session 
the day of the race. 

The 250cc GP quickly became a 
four-rider battle with Herweh lead- 
ing Sarron, Bertin and Pons. World 
Champion Carlos Lavado was near 
the front, but an ignition failure 
melted a piston causing a seizure and 
subsequent spill. 

Behind the gang of four were 
Thierry Espie, Lavado’s Venemotos 
teammate Ivan Palazzese and Mang. 
The racing was what’s become ex- 
pected in the 250cc class with con- 
stant shuffling among the leaders. 
Lap six read Bertin, Sarron, Herweh 
and Pons andon the very next lap the 
order was reversed. Sarron took the 
lead at thé halfway point, but a lap 
later it was Herweh’s for good. Pons 
would. get: past Sarron for second 
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World Champion Fast Freddie

with Palazzese taking fourth with 
three laps to go and Bertin finishing 
fifth. 

After the race Rainey explained his 
problems. “On the first lap it was 
about 75-degrees centigrade. Then it 
went up to 80-85-90 so I pulled over. 
At 85 they start melting. It was hot at 
the end of the straights and I started 
looking for cool air. It would only 
pull fifth gear on the straights and it 
was blubbering and missing in the 
low gear corners. I didn’t want to 
melt it in sixth gear wide open.” 

Once again the question in the 
500cc class would be whether Spencer 
would run the three-cylinder or the 
four-cylinder Honda. On Friday the 
three stayed on the truck with Spencer 
finishing the day almost a second bet- 
ter than Mamola. Roche was third 
fastest ahead of Lawson. 

Saturday morning there were three 
Hondas with the number “1” on 
them; two fours and a three. His best 
time on the four would have held up 
for the pole position, but he went out 
for five laps on the three and was 
easily fastest. Lawson found over two 
seconds and moved into second with 
Mamola third. 

The final practice session saw 
Spencer and Haslam try both bikes. 
In his four laps on the three Spencer 
lowered the standard to 2 minutes, 
31.66 seconds, averaging 102.14 mph. 
Lawson went in the other direction 
with tire and carburetion problems. 
He didn’t get a full lap in at speed 
and crashed uninjured late in the 
session. 

“I was exiting the chicane on the 
top of the hill and I lost the front end. 
Too hard a compound. Much too 
hard. The front end was pushing and 
I started to pull. in the pits but I 
thought maybe I needed more laps on 
it. It turned under and slid for about 
30 feet and I thought ‘please don’t fall 
down.’ Then it fell down. I think we 
need two more practice sessions ,”’ 
said Lawson. 

Mamola was having trouble witha 
sticking throttle and acracked ATAC 
box, but thought there would be “no 
problem going faster in the race. We 
were trying some damping changes 
to keep the rear end up because when 
you accelerate it gets light in the 
front.” 

After leaving the FIM meeting at 
9:30 Saturday night, Spencer and 
chief road race technician Erv 
Kanemoto discussed for 20 minutes 
which bike they would race. 

“We're going with the three,” said 
Spencer. “The problem with the four 
is weight. It doesn’t want to. stop or:

turn and it doesn’t accelerate as hard, 
although it’s better on the top end. 
The four’s more reliable and I could 
probably go almost as fast on it, but 
the weight of it would tire me out and 
it would be hard on the tires. Ron 
(Haslam) tried the four but was a 
second and a half quicker on the 
three.” 

And what did Yoichi Oguma, the 
on-site héad of Honda Racing Cor- 
poration, think? “He left it up to us. 
No pressure at all. The most impor- 
tant thing right now is the cham- 
pionshipand it doesn’t matter which 
bike I ride as long as I can win,” said 
the defending World Champion. 

On Sunday morning, Spencer woke 
up with a headache, Mamola with 
stomach cramps, and Lawson was 
soon to have his problems too. Spencer 
skipped the morning practice session, 
letting Roche run in the tires and 
chain on the champion’s bike. Law- 
son wheeled out both of the fluores- 
cent orange and white number “4” 
machines. He hadn’t decided which 
to ride and at the end of the session 
decided to ride neither. And both. 

“We took the engine out of one 
bike and put it in the other frame and 
changed the forks and rear suspen- 
sion,” said Lawson, who in effect 
created a hybrid he hadn’t ridden 
before for the race. 

The start was typically Honda: 
Mamola, Roche, Lawson and Has- 
lam in front of Lawson, Lawson’s 
teammate Virginio Ferrari and Cagi- 
va’s. Herve Moineau. Haslam over- 
shot the hairpin at the end of the 
backstraight on lap two letting Law- 
son into fourth as Spencer went into 
the lead. 

“Freddie was smooth!” said Mam- 
ola. “I knew who was coming and I 
braked early and left it open for him 
andat the last minute he came under.” 

Two laps later, also in the hairpin 
before the long downhill front 
straight, Spencer came out of the first 
gear corner on the gas and slid vio- 
lently toward the edge of the track, a 
sign of impending tire problems. 

Ferrari retired a lap later with 
Yamaha’s Japanese 500cc champ 
Tedahiko Taira moving into sixth 
ahead of Wayne Gardner. 

Although the order would change, 
the race was already decided. 

“By lap four the Dunlops were 
gone,” Lawson began, noting that 
his fastest lap of the race was the 
fourth. “The bike richened up and 
going into the corners it would load 
up. Coming out it was only running 
on a couple of cylinders. I had to back 
off; I had no choice. It was frustrating 
going that slowly. I’d turn the throt- 
tle and it would go sideways as I 
watched the people disappear.” 

Mamola earlier had said to Spencer, 
“I give it five laps and we’ll be spin- 

‘ning.’ And sure enough Spencer’s 
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fastest lap was the fifth of the 20-lap, 
86.2 mile race. “Its normal for these 
Michelins to go after five or six laps,” 
said Spencer. “On the downhill turn 
I would go in wider so it wouldn’t 
push the front end. It would be more 


and said they worked for him.” 

The difference between a Michelin 
and a Dunlop having gone away is 
that the Michelin, although worn, 
still slides predictably whereas the 
Dunlop, as Lawson said, “‘...drops off 
all at once. I get four laps: two to 
scrub the tires in and two at speed.” 

For the record, Lawson held third 
until the ninth lap. After getting 
behind, Lawson dove under Roche 
entering the hairpin. Roche coun- 
tered by cutting to the inside as he 
exited the corner. They both powered 
out, the Honda standing on its rear 
wheel next to the Yamaha for the 
sprint down the hill. Lawson cut 
back to the inside in a daring move 
halfway down the hill and Roche, 
bearing in, almost collided with 
Lawson as they accelerated down the 
hill in sixth gear. At the bottom dip 
before heading for the uphill right, 
Lawson held the throttle on a little 
longer and kept the advantage. But 
not for long. 

At the halfway point, Spencer had 
almost nine seconds on Mamola who 
had four on Roche. Lawson was 
close, but fading, although comfor- 
tably ahead of Haslam. 

The pace was slowing into the 
2:34-35 range as the leaders began to 
work traffic. Haslam, using a softer 
rear tire than Spencer and Mamola 
was starting to gain on Lawson, but 
lost him to a group of backmarkers. 

Fifteen laps into the race and 
Spencer was easing up, still seven 
seconds in front. Mamola had three 
on Roche who had nine on Lawson 
and was stretching it. Taira and 
Garner were holding sixth and sev- 
enth with the Suzukis of Sergio Pel- 
landini and Barry Sheene next best. 

As the race wore down, Roche sped 
up. On lap 17 he was four seconds 
behind Mamola, cutting the gap to 
2.7, 1.6 and then one second flat at the 
finish. He seemed to get stronger as 
the race wore on and appeared to be 
the only European comfortable with 
sliding his Honda France/Total 
machine the way the Americans do. 
“He was riding a little better than at 
Assen,” said Lawson. 

Spencer’s winning margin was 5.71 
seconds, but it could easily have been 
more. “I woke up tired and my head 
was hurting,” Spencer began. “And I 
started the race tired and it was hot 
out there.” 

“I felt bad from the beginning of 
practice this morning,” said Mam- 
ola. “I had a problem with stomach 
cramps. In the middle of the race I

was feeling likeit was going to come 


up and it made it harder to concen- 
trate and race.” Sliding both ends of 
the bike didn’t help matters any for 
the Californian. “I had problems all 
week with the front end sliding. I 
don’t like the front end and I don’t 
like the circuit. The front end is too 
light.” To compensate Mamola was 
hanging more off the side with his 
opposite foot several inches off the 
footpeg. 

Haslam had half a minute on Taira 
at the end with Lawson 10 in front. 
Besides backmarkers he was slowed 
by engine troubles. “The engine 
started pulling a little gearbox oil 
into the cylinders,” said Haslam. 

So the next race is the British GP at 
Silverstone, a track that’s favored the 
Yamahas in the recent past, on August 
5. “I still feel we have a good chance 
for the World Championship,” said 
Spencer. “Randy and Raymond are 
riding well. I’d say it’s about 50-50. 
Everyone is going to be well prepared 
for Silverstone.” Deciding which 
engine configuration he would race 
in England was still a long way off. 
“They built the four to race this year 
and the only way to improve it is to 
test and race it as much as possible.” 
He paused and then added, “But it’s 
going to be difficult to improve.” 

As to his chances, Lawson was not 
optimistic. ““Dunlop’s going to have 
to do something very soon or we can’t 
think about the championship. With 
these same tires, the best I can do is 
fourth or fifth finishes.” 

No sooner had the checkered flag 
fallen than the worst-case scenarists 
began computing the possibilities 
for the last three races. Should Spencer 
win all three, to go with the five he’s 
already won, and Lawson finish 
fourth-in each, the title would be 
Spencer’s by one point. However, the 
chances of that happening are remote, 
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The local Lawson cheering section 
in Belgium.

Enduro Series: Round 7 





Cunningham bags 
Buckeye National

ATHENS, OH, JULY 8 


Husqvarna’s Terry Cunningham finally 
pulled everything together to grab his first 
National Enduro victory of 1984. The Buck- 
eye 100 win was important for the 1982 title 


holder, for it moved Cunning- 


ham into definite contention 
for another title. “I felt tired for 
a while,” said Cunningham 
afterward. “Even though I fell off 
several times in one section, I feel I 
had a good day.” 

The point standings saw a shake-up 
in the top three positions with Mike 
Melton moving to the top ahead of 
Cunningham and former series leader 
Kevin Hines. Melton, at 153 points, 
leads Cunningham’s 152, while Hines 
holds third at 151. Dave Bertram is a 
close fourth at 142. 





Cunningham’s 29-point ride was a 
cool 10 points better than his closest 
competitor, defending champion 
Mike Melton. Husqvarna’s Melton 
dropped 39 points to place second 
overall and first in the AA ranks, well 
above the rest of the top 10. “I stalled 
my engine once and got hung up, I 
just didn’t get it all together,” said 
Melton. 

Only 10 points separated the next 
five overall and emergency check 
scores were needed on two different 
occasions to determine final stand- 
ings. 

The first tie was at 46 points for 
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third between Can-Am-mounted: 
Randy Kline and Husky rider Fritz 
Kadlec. Local rider Kline edged Kadlec 
for the spot. “I thought I had a terri- 
ble ride going,” said Kline. “I was 
riding hard, but not fast.” 

Kadlec had a different view, “I’m 
surprised I did so well. I rode until 
the first gas without a front brake,” 
said Kadlec. 

Fifth overall, went to Kevin Hines 
who rode his Husqvarna to an uncon- 
tested 47 points. ‘I’m just detuned,” 
said Hines. “I burned a couple of 
checks and just wasn’t with it.” 

Sixth place was also decided by 
seconds when Jeff Fredette and Dave 
Bertram posted identical 49 point 
rides. Fredette got the nod and put his 
Kawasaki in ahead of Bertram’s 
Husky. Kevin Brown placed just out- 
side the trophy spot with a 50-point 
ride on his Can-Am saying, “I rode 
like grandma. I was mentally tense.” 

John Martin rode his Can-Am toa 
62 point finish. Said Martin, “I didn’t 
feel safe with the broken bone in my 
left hand still healing. It was really 
just survival.” 

Placing unusually low in the AA 
standings was Husqvarna’s Mark 
Hyde. “I was down 50 points by the 
first gas because I lost my radiator 
cap early on and had to keep refilling 
the radiator with water from the 
creeks,” said Hyde. 

Interrupting the AA dominance of 
the overall standings was Open A 
rider Jim Robson. Robson motored 
his big bore Husky to High Point A 
honors with a score of 49 points. “I 
didn’t have any problems,” said Rob- 
son, “I was on the same number as 
Hines. I thought we were flying on 
the trail.” 

Putting together the best ride of all 
the B riders and, in fact, a better ride 
than most A riders was Gene O’ Nail. 
O’Nail rode his Husky 250 to an 81 
point score for High Point B honors. 
O'Nail said, “Everything went well 
after the morning loop. I had bad 
rhythm and the bike didn’t take to the 
creeks too well, plus all the new trails 
were tough.” 

With Robson out of the way, Gary 
Johnston and Ray Mungenast 
bumped heads with 52 point scores in 
the Open A class. Johnston faired 
better in the emergency checks, which 
put him first over Mungenast. “I had 
a slow start and I was riding like an 
old lady in the morning. I collected 
26 points by the third check,” said 
Mungenast. 

Just five points off the leader’s pace 
was Wally Wilson. His 58 was good 
for third and was well above the rest 
of the Open class. “I had a good ride, 
just a little off here and there,” said 
Wilson. 

“T had a bad ride and I was just 
lucky,” was how Carl Alteir viewed 
his 250cc A class win on his Can-Am. 
His frustrations were not the only 
ones in this class. Local A rider Jeff 
Russell never saw the start line because 
ofa pre-war collision, and Geoff Bal- 
lard seized his Can-Am engine twice 
before the third check and decided to 
retire. “You can’t see the trail,” said 
Ballard, “The only way you know 
you hita log was to feel it through the 
bars.” 

Heinz Raidel was surprised at his 
win in the 200cc A class. Riding an 
"82 Yamaha, Heinz said, “It comes 
and goes, I’m just real surprised I 
won.” 

Scott Ford took command of the 
125cc A class by pacing his KTM toa 
53 point score. “I had a lack of enthu- 
siasm,”’ said Ford, “This just wasn'ta 
125cc ride. There were lots of woods 
and slippery creek sections that were 
long.” 

Riding on an early number may 
have been the ticket for Bob Ellis as 
he rode his Husqvarna to the Open B 
class win by dropping 102 points. 
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Thierry Michaud’s Austrian win 
moved him close to the points lead. 


Heath Salyer found riding on number 
13 to be lucky enough by posting a 
116-point ride on his Kawasaki for 
the 250cc B class win. The 200cc B 
class was nabbed by Ken Wilson who 
rode his Yamaha toa 154-point score, 
while Bruce Ray found himself at the 
top of the 125cc B class. Ray added 

this win to his increasing list of Dis- 

trict 11 wins on a KTM. 

The Athens M.C. put on a neatly 
organized event that many said was, 
“good, well marked, and had fun 
trail — definitely a National caliber 
ride.” The 140 starters began their 
107 actual riding miles at the club’s 
grounds. From there the trail looped 
around north and west for approxi- 
mately 40 miles and returned to the 
club grounds for the first gas. 

Before the riders could return to 
gas, they were hit with a 10.2-mile 
woods trail between checks one and 
three. “We expected to take at least 
eight points from the National riders 
in the morning loop,” said referee 
Mike Frazee. By the third check, the 
club had done just that and more. 
Cunningham dropped four between 
checks one and two while he lost 
eight between checks two and three. 
The remainder of the riders were all 
hit hard. 

With clear sunny skies prevailing, 
the riders headed out from the first 
gas in a southeastern direction to 
complete the rest of the event with the 
second loop that also had its tough 
section. Around 79.5 miles the course 
led into a 12 mile section of mostly 
virgin trails. °

Michaud 
supreme in 
Austria

HEINRICHS, AUSTRIA, JULY 1 

Eddy Lejeune returned from 
the American and Canadian 
rounds of the series with what 
appeared a safe and healthy 10- 


point lead. But at the ninth round of 
the 12-event series in Austria, that 
lead evaporated to just five points 
when Thierry Michaud won the trials 
and Lejeune placed third. 

It was the second win this year for 
Michaud (he won in Spain) and his 
20 points take him toa grand total of 
155, while Lejeune who finished third, 
beaten by Italjet rider Philippe Ber- 
latier, leads at 160. 

Lejeune started in confident form, 
leading at the end of the first 17- 
section, 17-kilometer lap by a single 
mark over Michaud, but then had a 
disaster on lap two when he dropped 
four fives, while Michaud remained 
consistent and Berlatier had the best 
lap of the day on just 10 lost. 

All three rode well on the final lap 
when the entry rushed to ensure they 
finished without time penalties. 
Lejeune was the best, but he was 
unable to remedy the situation caused 
by his second lap errors and had to 
settle for third. 

For American Bernie Schreiber it 
was another day to forget. He fin- 
ished in sixth place, beaten by Span- 
ish youngster Luis Gallach on the 
Merlin and 16-year-old Italian Diego 
Bosis on a Fantic. Schreiber, still rid- 
ing a SWM for the privately-backed 
KK Trials Team with Danilo Galeazzi, 
is awaiting the completion of the 
new Garelli trials bike on which he 
hopes to retrieve his fortunes. 

The title will go to either Lejeune 
or Michaud, for Schreiber is now so 
far adrift he has no hope of catching 
the leaders. Indeed, Schreiber has his 
own problems apart from machin- 
ery, for Berlatier has closed to within 
seven points of him which makes the 
challenge for third place overall as 
close as it is for the lead. 

Diego Bosis had his best world 
round result yet with his fine fifth 
place, while Luis Gallach, who took 
fourth, moved up two places in the 
championship table to pass former 
champion Gilles Burgat and Bernard 
Cordonnier. 

Britian’s young lions — John Lamp- 
kin, Tony Scarlett and Steve Saunders 
— lost much of their roar since the 
North American rounds and were 
well down the list. But as the best, 
Lampkin overtook Saunders to now 
lie fifth in the table, which realistically 
is the best placing a Brit can achieve 
as the others are so far ahead. e

Kawasaki 
sweeps AFM 
Six-Hour

RIVERSIDE, CA, JULY 8 


The team of Kerry Bryant/Rich Oliver/Wen- 
dell Phillips took a stock Kawasaki Ninja to 
victory in the 10th annual American Federa- 
tion of Motorcyclists/ND Six-Hour endu- 


rance race covering 564 miles 
at an average of 94 mph. They 
held a slim 12-second margin 
over second place Rick Mit- 
chell/Chris Crowell on aZ1 Kawasaki 
Superbike. It was a Kawasaki sweep 
as another Ninja piloted by 1982 Six- 
Hour winners Frans Van den Broek/ 
Roger Hagie took third overall. Not 
everyone agreed with the scorers. “I 
know we won, we were a lap and 10 
seconds ahead witha half an hour to 
go,” said Crowell. “They couldn’t 
have made up that much time on us.” 
But apparently they had — the ver- 
dict stood as given. 

Even the start of the race held a few 
surprises. Crowell/Mitchell’s other 
scheduled rider, Harry Klinzmann, 
didn’t show up, which left them with 
asmaller team than they had intended. 
Then the pre-race favorites, Team 
Ontario’s Jim Vreeke/Ken Vreeke 
Mike Spencer, crashed outoftherace | 
on the warm-up lap. The turn-two | 
crash broke the steering stem on the 
bike and left the team as reluctant 
spectators. | 

Mitchell holeshot the start of the 


race, but Oliver had grabbed the lead 
by the end of the first lap. Mitchell 
was second across the line followed 
by FJ600-mounted Dave Sadowski/ 
Pete Carroll, RZ350 pilots Richard 
Scoular/John Glover, the Ninja of 
Hagie/Van den Broek, and a 750 
Interceptor ridden by Salvo/Salvo/ 
Theobald. Shelton/Reinen, Costa/ 
Ahlstrom, Hulbert/de Bruin/Len- 
hardt and Strehlow/Dunn rounded 
out the top 10. 


At the end of the first hour the 
order was virtually the same. 


Butat the one-and-a-half hour mark 
Scoular, who had ridden so far with- 
out a pit stop, finally came in for gas 
and sent Glover out on the little 
Yamaha. Glover’s ride didn’t last 
long. One lap later he pulled in with 
a suspected broken crank and parked 
it for the day. A tired and disap- 
pointed Scoular still managed to 
thank Yamaha and Doug Van Almelo 
Engineering for his short but fast 
ride. Whey they retired they had the 
350 in third place overall. 

Soon afterwards Carroll/Sadowski 
broke their bike’s chain entering turn

six and Carroll hit the wall, unhurt. 
He picked up the bike, put the chain 
back on, and returned to the pits, 
handing the machine over to Sadow- 
ski, who had just hopped off a few 
moments before. (Sadowski was rid- 


ing with a handicap — he could 
barely walk last week due to a back 
injury.) 


“Its really hot out there, the tire 
goes away after five laps and you just 
have to go where the tire lets you,” 
said Sadowski as he went out for 
another stint. 

At the two-hour mark Bryant/Oli- 
ver/Phillips still held the lead pursued 
by Mitchell/Crowell one lap behind. 
Trailing the leaders by two laps were 
Van Den Broek/Hagie followed by 
the 600cc battle between Bohrer/ 
Walsh/Matthews and Pace/Sharpe/ 
Sharp, the 920 Virago ridden by De- 
Muro/Van Zuyle/Ross, Gambo/ 
Smith and Carroll/Sadowski. 

Thirty minutes later with Bryant 
aboard, the Bryant/Oliver/Phillips 
machine started losing air in its front 
slick. Bryant pulled in to the pits and 
they tried a new valve stem, in vain. 
Jim Moore just happened to have his 
own Ninja streetbike parked conve- 














niently next to their pits. So they 
grabbed his front wheel with stock 
tire and used it. 

At hour number three Mitchell/ 
Crowell led followed three laps back 
by Van Den Broek/Hagie. After los- 
ing seven minutes in the pits with 
their flat tire, Bryant/Oliver/Phillips 
were four laps behind the leaders. 
Seven laps off the pace were Demuro/ 
Van Zuyle/Ross, and one lap behind 
them was the continuing fight among 
the 600cc pilots with Pace/Sharpe/ 
Sharp leading Carroll/Sadowski and 
Bohrer/Walsh/Matthews. 

The only major change in the next 
half hour was that Carroll/Sadowski 
overtook DeMuro/Van Zuyle/Ross 
for the fifth overall spot. 

Four hours into the race leaders 
Mitchell/Crowell had their exhaust 
pipe break off at the header. “It 
started to fold under the tire in (turn) 
7A,” said rider Crowell. “I thought I 
hit oil, but it was the pipe. I came in 
and we just tore it off. It’s still run- 
ning OK without it.” 

Bryant/Oliver/Phillips were still 
following three laps down with Van 
Den Broek/Hagie on the same lap in 
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Hop Up: Suzuki RM250E 





SC Racing's fasttouch

“Tf it only had more power it would be per- 
fect.” This is a common comment heard 
from 1984 Suzuki RM250E riders in moto- 
cross pits everywhere. Well, “perfect” might 


bea little far-fetched, but “hell- 
uva lot better” would be more 
reasonable. When we tested the 
RM earlier, we felt it was barely 
the best in its class because of its 
superb suspension and handling, not 
for its motor. 

If Suzuki had added more ponies 
anda broader powerband, they could 
have clinched the Best 250cc Moto- 
crosser to Date title, easily. 

They didn’t, so Suzuki owners must 
find their own way to breath on the 
RM’s motor. Enter SC Racing, aka 
Suzuki Country Racing. 

SC Racing is based in a Suzuki 
dealership called Suzuki Country lo- 
cated near Riverside in Norco, Cali- 
fornia. SC is heavily involved in 
motocross; a few local pros use the SC 
Racing modifications on their 
mounts. We decided to give our test 
Suzuki the treatment to see how fast it 
could go. 

The first major SC modification is 
cylinder porting by Mike Lentini. 
The next step is milling the head .010 
in. 

In a move hoped to give the 1984 





RM more low end, Suzuki installeda 
smaller carburetor than in 1983, a 
36mm flat slide Mikuni instead of a 
38. SC Racing feels the 36mm carb is 
too small for the RM, so they bore the 
stock carb to 388mm, The main jet is 
dropped a few sizes to a #280, and the 
pilot jet is dropped a #40. The needle 
jet was also changed to a Q-8. 

A Poly-air 3 air filter from Moto-X 
Fox replaces the stock element for 
better breathing. Indented holes in 
the airbox are drilled out and plastic 
vents are installed. 

Aluminum clutch plates replace 
the stock steel plates, for better feel 
and grab off the line. The aluminum 
plates are optional from Suzuki. 

To eliminate the typical, annoying 
exhaust pipe rattles, the exhaust 
flange is installed upside down. That 
puts the hooks connecting the exhaust 
springs on the bottom, stretching the 
springs and keeping the pipe from 
flopping around. Stronger Maico 
springs replace the stock Suzuki 
springs. 

The SC Racing modified Suzuki is 
faster, much faster than stock. The 
power comes on slightly quicker but 





much harder, and it keeps pulling 


“ and pulling. When stock, the power 


signed off too early. 

There is bad news, though. The 
Suzuki didn’t have much low end to 
start with, and after the mods, it had 
even less. This makes the RM harder 
to ride. When exiting tight turns, the 
RM will bog seriously, and it will not 
come on the pipe until the clutch is 
fanned a couple of times. When there 
is an abundance of traction, because 
when the rear wheel hooks up, the 
front end instantly climbs; so the 
clutch must be used very smoothly. 
That’s also true when the ground is 
dry and slick — to keep the rear tire 
from spinning and sliding from side 
to side. So, to ride the RM quickly 
through the turns, the clutch must be 
used constantly. Luckily the alumi- 
num clutch plates give the rider bet- 
ter control. But the aluminum plates 
arè not as hard as the stock steel 
plates, so they must be examined 
often for wear. 

Beyond the turns, the modified 
Suzuki is hard to fault. It is fast. The 
power output feels very much like the 
‘82 RM-Z, which is still considered as 
one of the best 250cc MX engines ever 
produced, but it, too, lacked low end. 

Getting the RM off the line isn’t 
easy. It requires a lot of practice. 
When the clutch is dropped, the RM 
jumps off the line, then bogs, and 
when it finally comes on the pipe, the 
rear wheel spins and slides sideways. 

After many runs, we found out that 
first gear starts are the hot ticket, 
instead of the normal second gear 
starts. The RM jumped off the line 
quicker and much smoother with less 
bogging. Once first gear starts are 
mastered, holeshots will be very com- 
mon on the SC Racing-tuned Suzuki. 

It takes more of the rider’s energy 














to pilot the RM in arace, because it is 
harder to ride. From next-to-absolute- 
ly-no-low end to roost-killing, 
trench-digging horsepower at the flick 
of the clutch lever, the Suzuki rider 
must have a firm grip to the handleb- 
ars. Bringing the Suzuki in for turns 
also requires more energy: Brakes on 
the RM aren’t all that great in the 
first place and feel even worse slow- 
ing the faster Suzuki down. 

The people at SC Racing say the 
RM could be made even faster, believe 
it or not. They have been experiment- 
ing with pipes and RM125 ignitions; 
they claim a new P.S.I. pipe adds 
considerably more power while the 
ignition gives it longer power. 

If you want fast, SC Racing will 
give you fast, but for a price that isn’t 
cheap. Excluding the ignition and 
pipe, the cost is around $325 for port- 
ing, milling and parts. Add another 
$395 for the pipe and ignition (in- 
cludes stator, rotor and CDI). SC 
Racing does offer parts discount for 
riders of their choosing, so check into 
it.

Endurance Series: Round 5 





Team Hammer 


rolls at Roebling 
Road Eight-Hour

FAULKVILLE, GA, JULY 7 


Team Hammer rolled to its third consecutive 
win in Saturday’s Dunlop/WERA National 
Endurance Series 8-Hour, crossing the fin- 
ish line nine laps ahead of second place. Team 


Hammer’s John Ulrich and 
Russ Paulk together rode seven 
hours of the eight-hour race, 
with support from team riders 
Steve Baron and Joey Osowski. The 
team covered 326 laps over Roebling 
Road Raceway’s nine-turn course, 
located near Savannah. 

“This track is great,” said Ulrich 
after the race. “I like it as much as 
Willow Springs.” Ulrich gave much 
of the credit for the team’s win to bike 
prep work by Ward Ring of Green- 
ville, Rhode Island’s Motoring Serv- 
ices. 

But when 25 teams took the green 
flag for the 10:00 a.m. start, the Ker- 
ker/Arai/Maxi-Bore/Emgo Moto-X 
Fox Suzuki didn’t get going, due toa 
deflated tire. “We had a flat on the 
warm-up lap,” said Osowski. “We're 
not sure why it went flat, and the 
wheel it was mounted on wasn’t 
exactly the quick-change type.” The 
incident cost the team four laps. 

With Hammer temporarily out of 
the picture, Dale Burroughs, put the 
1200cc Po-Folks/Sure-Fire Kawasaki 
KZ1000R in front followed by Tommy 
Blackwell on the Roswell Racing 
Kawasaki GPz750. Third was held 
down by the Last Minute Racing 
Suzuki Katana ridden by Dean Swims, 
fourth by the Klotz/Wiseco North 
Ridge Racing FJ1100 Yamaha being 
handled by Ralph Johnston Jr., and 
fifth by the current series points leader 
Arai/Bassani/Ferrodo/Dunlop Que- 
ster/Sullivan GS1100 Suzuki with 
Mike Harlow riding. With four laps 
to make up, Hammer’s Russ Paulk 
roared out of the pits and began to 





reel in the leaders, After some early 
dicing in the first stages of the race 
Harlow moved into second behind 
Burroughs and by the end of the first 
hour Po-Folks had a one lap advan- 
tage on Quester-Sullivan followed by 
North Ridge in third, the Speed Boys 
FJ600 Yamaha ridden by Larry Burk- 
holder and Mike Yurejefcic fourth, 
and the Cycle Mart Racing TPz550 


Kawasaki fifth. 
By the second hour the Hammer 


Suzuki with Ulrich riding had moved 
into the top five, holding down fourth 
place. Bill Trowbridge had taken 
over the Po-Folks Kaw and moved up 
two full laps on the Quester-Sullivan 
Suzuki being ridden by Dave Boggess 
as the end of the second hour ap- 
proached. With the third hour under- 
way the Po-Folks Kawasaki and the 
Hammer Suzuki were swapping posi- 
tions back and forth although Ham- 
mer was four laps down on the 1000R 
Kaw at the time. The North Ridge 
Yamaha and Speed Boys Yamaha 
were having a go at it for fourth and 
fifth, “Our crew chief is in Europe 
right now so we're at a slight disad- 
vantage, and our fuel gauge isn’t 
working. But everything else is going 
smooth” said Speed Boys’ Mike 
Yurejefcic. 

As the race entered the fourth hour 
the standing took a big change with 
Hammer taking over the lead. Paulk 
and Ulrich had been turning consist- 
ent 1:22’s and occasionally getting 
into the 1:21 (the lap record is 1:18) 
range and all the while making up 
time on Po-Folks. A string of pit 
stops dropped Po-Folks down nine 
laps by the end of the fourth hour. 
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ho-Folkstaner Lonnny Stearns saidi

their problems stemmed from a clutch 
actuator and a broken oil fill on the 
side cover. “We had a problem with 
the clutch actuator and then the oil 
fill broke. We've got it duct taped 
right now and it’s working fine” he 
said. “We've got Dale back out and 
are making up some time on Ham- 
mer.” 

North Ridge Yamaha continued to 
stay within striking distanceof Ham- 
mer being one lap behind in second. 
North Ridge Yamaha’s Ralph John- 
ston Sr. said “Everything is going 
great but we’ll have to change a tire 
soon. We’ve got an 18 inch on now 
but need a 16 and nobody has one.” 

By the end of the sixth hour Paulk 
had turned in a string of 1:22s on a 
tire with the cord showing through, 
and managed to put the Hammer 
Suzuki three laps up on North Ridge. 
The team then did a wheel change. 





Quester-Sullivan’s Harlow said . 


“The bike was fairly fresh from the 24 
hour at Willow. What cost us our 
time earlier in the race was the oil we 
hit on our pit stop, dumping the 
bike: We had just moved into first at 
the time and the pit accident cost us 
eight laps.” 

With just over an hour left the 
Quester-Sullivan Suzuki moved back 
to third and the Po-Folks Kaw had 
made up enough ground to take 
fourth. At the end it was Team Ham- 
mer taking the win, second overall 
and first in Heavyweight Superbike 
going to North Ridge Racing. 
Quester-Sullivan was third, Po-Folks 
fourth. @

third. DeMuro/Van Zuyle/Ross 
trailed them by one lap, and two laps

who, after having had more than 
their share of problems, rode at a 
sprint-race pace for most of the race, 
and fried their clutch with a mere five 
minutes left. They had to settle for 
12th overall, fourth in class at the 
end. 

At the finish Phillips led by 12 
seconds to score the win that he has 
sought for eight years. Mitchell/ 
Crowell thought they had won, and 
lodged a protest. “I thought they 
(Bryant/Oliver/Phillips) were still a 
lap down on us or I wouldn’t have let 
him by,” said a dejected Crowell 
afterwards. But after a second careful 
check with the SCCA scorers, the pro- 
test was disallowed. “Lockhart laps 
the competition” said Bryant as the 
champagne flowed. “We want to 
thank our sponsors — Lockhart, 
SuperTrapp, Richmond Kawasaki 
and Shoei.” It was ironic that Lock- 
hart and SuperTrapp had put up the 
cash for the $500 purse that they had 
just won. 

The second-placing Kawasaki of 
Mitchell/Crowell, sponsored by Weigl 
Telefix, Mac Pipes, SBS brake pads 
and prepped by Mark Sottile of Action 
Fours, helped to create one of the 
closest endurance race finishes in 
recent memory. 

The third-place finishers, Van Den 
Broek/Hagie rode a consistent, trou- 
ble-free race, even though they had 
no front brake after the third hour. 
“We set our fastest lap times without 
the brakes” said Van Den Broek. 
They had a very efficient pit crew, a 
tire change and fueling took them 
only 40 seconds. Their Dunlop-spon- 
sored Ninja was an ex-magazine test 
bike, with an extra radiator (a snow- 
mobile radiator) bolted on to the 
front where the headlight went. Van

The 600cc class was won by Pace/ 
Sharpe/Sharp, who took fifth place

Chase Harper Luggage/Cycle Rac- 
ing Development/Weig]-sponsored 
550 Seca. “This time we were ready, 
two minutes before the race. We just 
guessed at the jetting, and it was spot- 
on,” said Pace. (Their last endurance 
race, the Willow 24-hour, was started 
one hour late because they were still 
putting the bike together.) “But we're 
disappointed that Team Hammer 
wasn’t here.” 

Bohrér/Walsh/ Matthews, on ano- 
ther Seca, finished sixth overall, se- 
cond 600cc, completing 198 laps. 

Finishing two laps behind them 
was the first place 750cc team of 
Gambo/Phillips on a Honda Inter- 
ceptor. 

Wickland/Funk/Robertson/Criss 
took 450cc class honors on their Santa 
Clara Cycle Salvage/Engine Dynam- 
ics Honda Hawk. “It was wiggling 
pretty bad by the end, and didn’t shift 
too well after a while” said Kirk 
Robertson. e

Halfway home

1982 Grand National Champion Ricky 
Graham celebrates his birthday the day after 
Christmas each year, but the 25-year-old 
Honda factory rider hopes to be celebrating 


even more on October 14 when 
the final round of the 1984 
Camel Pro Series takes place 
on the mile oval in Springfield, 
Illinois. Graham wants nothing more 
than to take his second number one 
plate back to his home in Seaside, 
California. 

The likeable racer is sitting in the 
catbird seat as far as the title chase is 
concerned at this point. He came out 
of this past weekend’s St. Louis Short 
Track National with a nine point 
advantage over his closest competi- 
tor, defending champ Randy Goss. 
The St. Louis event marked the half- 
way point in the series as the point 
leader Graham pocketed $10,000, 
courtesy of the R.J. Reynolds Tobacco 
Company. 





“Honda wants that number one 
plate,” said Graham in the pits prior 
to the St. Louis race, “and there's 
nothing I want more than to give it to 
them.” 

Asked if he thought he’d be in the 
point lead at this point when he 
signed with Honda last winter, Gra- 
ham said, “Yes, I did. I raced against 
the Honda guys last year and I knew 
their bikes had as much horsepower 
as the Harleys I rode for Tex Peel. I 
didn’t feel the riders Honda had last 
year were giving it a 100-percent 
effort and I knew that I would give 
nothing less. I also thought the Honda 
team last year didn’t have it all 
together. They weren’t happy. This 
year they've changed it all around 
and everybody’s happy and working 
together. The. mechanics work

together well and that makes every- 
thing a lot easier.” 

Graham gives a lot of credit for his 
success thus far this year to the men 
responsible for maintaining his bikes. 
“When I signed with Honda, one of 
the things in my contract was that 


“Kenny Tolbert would be hired to 


work on my bikes. Kenny had worked 
with Tex Peel on my equipment last 
year and I knew he could get the job 
done. He’s a part-time racer and that 
makes a difference because a racer can 
watch another racer and help figure 
out what changes to make if they’re 
needed. But Kenny decided he didn’t 
want to move away from Texas — 
he’s Terry Poovey’s brother-in-law 
— and it just didn’t happen. Then 
Dan Maurel, who worked on Mike 
Kidd’s bikes last year, was going to be 
my mechanic but he also said he was 
tired of the traveling. Finally, they 
threw Sparky Edmonston my way. 
He had worked with Kenny Roberts 
and Ronnie Jones, but I didn’t really 
know him. He and Dave Hubinsky 
teamed up to take care of my bikes 
and everything has worked out great. 
Sparky, Dave and I hit it off real well 
— it’s a good combination.” 
Graham, who is in the first year of 
a two-year contract — with an option 
year — isn’t hesitant to talk about 
what it means to have a Honda fac- 
tory ride. ‘‘We’re sitting in a position 
where we can make a quarter of a 
million dollars in a year. The deal I 
have with Honda is almost the same 
type of thing the motocrossers have. 
There’s my salary and. then there’s 
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the bonuses. In the past I had to split 
my purse money with Tex or some- 
body and now I not only get to keep 
all that but the bonuses match the 
purse money. Add the purse, the 
bonus and the expense money together 
and you can see where I’m way ahead. 
A lot of people say the bonus thing is 
an incentive but I think a dirt tracker 
is going to go for it anyway — I know 
Iam, but either way I’m always going 
to give it my best and it sure doesn’t 
hurt to receive a bonus.” 

Asked about Honda fielding a road 
racer for him this year, Graham said, 
“T told Mr. Kazuka (head of racing at 
Honda) that I didn’t see any reason 
for it. Don’t get me wrong, I like it 
but as far as getting the champion- 
ship I don’t think it’s necessary — at 
this time. I really enjoy road racing 
and wish I could do it more but not 
this year. What I want to do this year 
is get Honda the championship; I 
want to get that over with this year. 
Maybe next year — if they want to — 
I'll do more road racing, but that’s 
really up to them.” 

The switch from Harley-Davidson 
XR750s to Honda RS750s was “like 
going from a Cessna 180 toa Lear jet. 
They're so smooth compared to a 
Harley and while the switch didn’t 
require any real change on my part or 
I guess I can say they didn’t feel all 
that different, the Hondas are just 
better bikes. They’re more adjustable 
in that they can be set up so many 
different ways. I pitch a bike in and 
scrape the cases — we had to jack 
Harleys way up for me to ride them 
— but the Hondas can be adjusted so 
easily it makes them a pleasure to 
ride.” 

Leisure time for Ricky Graham 
means golf. “I played here in St. 
Louis yesterday at a really nice pri- 
vate club. I met a guy at a press affair 
we had for tonight’s race and he 
called the assistant pro at the club. 
Luckily, the guy was familiar with 
motorcycle racing and he knew my 
name. That’s one advantage of hav- 
ing a name in a sport — it opens 
certain doors. As for my playing, 
right now it’s at the stage where I can 
make putts this long (he spreads his 
arms as far apart as possible) and still 
miss putts this close (he holds the 
thumb and finger of one hand apart). 
At one point when my back and all 
were really hurting from a crash, I 
shot real well. When I felt 100-percent 
I shot poorly. I guess you could say 
I’m in the low 90s consistently.” 

Graham’s steady companion is 
Regina Smith, Miss Harley-Davidson, 
and we asked Ricky if there were 
wedding bells in his future? “You'd 
have to ask that, wouldn’t you? Let’s 
say we really enjoy being together — 
we really enjoy each other. But she 
has a career ahead of her and I have 
my career. For example, she has to fly 
out of here at 8 tonight — she can’t 
even stay to see the race — because she 
has to be in Denver for a Harley deal- 
er’s convention in the morning. We'll 
just have to see what happens,” said 
Graham. 

While most would think that Gra- 
ham considers Randy Goss to be the 
man to beat this year, Ricky thinks 
otherwise. ‘‘Randy’s tough. He’ll be 
right in the hunt, but I think when 
we hit the big tracks my main chal- 
lenge will come from Bubba (Sho- 
bert, Graham’s Honda teammate). 
The main thing we have going for us 
— besides the bikes — is that we’re 
working together as a team. With 
Gene (Romero, the former Grand 
National Champion who oversees 
Honda’s dirt track effort) heading the 
team and Sparky and Dave taking 
care of the bikes, well, I just feel I 
have an advantage. Like I said earlier, 
I want that championship, both for 
myself and for Honda. And I’m going 
to get it. e 





Holland’s Gerrit Wolsink scored a 2- 
1 overall win in the U.S. Grand Prix 
of Motocross at Carlsbad Raceway. 
Wolsink finished the first moto behind 
teammate Roger DeCoster, then liter- 
ally cartwheeled across the finish line 
in the second moto to beat Husky’s 
Heikki Mikkola. DeCoster had a third 
in the second moto to edge Mikkola 
(fourth in moto one) out of second 
overall. Pierre Karsmakers (Yam) was 
top “AMA licensee” with a 6-4 fifth 
overall. In the 250cc Support class, 
Rich Eierstedt took the win on a fac- 
tory Honda after battling with Maico 
rider Billy Payne. 


Harley-Davidson’s Gary Scott won the 
Castle Rock, Washington, TT Na- 
tional, closing up the battle for num- 
ber one when points leader Kenny 
Roberts crashed out of contention. 
Second and third went to Triumph 
riders Chuck Joyner and Pat Mari- 
nacci. Eight of the top 12 finishers 
rode Triumphs. 


Andy Kirker became the third rider in 
history to win a D-37 desert race over- 
all on a 175cc bike, when he took the 
Desert Barons’ “Bare-On” Hare 
Scrambles. Art Knapp finished second 
on a big Husky, while Amateur 
Dwayne Carter was third overallona 
four-stroke. The race’s title was in 
reference toa little side contest; a Sat- 
urday night streak-out. Top club 
honors in that event allegedly went to 
the Rovers. 


Mike Faria went from fourth to first 
on the last lap of the 360cc Expert 
main event in a short track at Peta- 
luma, California. Faria later won the 
250cc Expert main event. 


In a rare week without a Bast at the 
top of the heap, Danny “‘Berzerko” 
Becker won three of a possible four 
Scratch main events in southern Cali- 
fornia speedway. Dubb Ferrell won 
the other one. 


Jim Turner won two classes at a CMC 
motocross at Sears Point in northern 
California. Turner rode a Bultaco to 
beat Dan Leet (Mai) and Russ Powell 
(Hon) in the 250cc Experts, and was 
on similar machinery when he de- 
feated Leet and Henry Halback (Mai) 
in the Opens. 


Jeff Jennings (Hon) put together a 
1-2-1 score to win the 250cc Interme- 
diate/Expert class at Corona Race- 
way, topping Dave Eropkin, who 
went 2-1-3 on a borrowed Yamaha. 


It was a Spanish sweep of the 250cc 
Expert class at a D-37 scrambles at 
Elsinore Raceway, hosted by the San 
Bernardino M.C. Steve Fortune won 
the event while fellow Bultaco rider 
Bruce Reynolds was second and Mon- 
tesa pilot Dan McWhorter third.

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The Fast Freddie Story 


By John Ulrich 


It was a difficult year for the 
Honda team, with many prob- 
lems making power and keep- 
ing the engines together. It was 
McLaughlin’s first and last year as 


manager. One of the things that led 
to his downfall at Honda was a 
remark he made to a reporter, which 
was then published in a magazine 
and read by Japanese executives at 
Honda. 

“Sure,” said McLaughlin, “we're 
down five horsepower, But it doesn’t 
matter. We've got Freddie.” 

Despite Freddie’s enthusiasm and 





simple approach, he cost the team 
races. 

“That first year (1980) he was totally 
worthless as a development rider,” 
said one of his former mechanics. 
“He'd say ‘I like it’ or ‘I don’t like it.’ 
I didn’t know what he wanted. 

“All he wanted was a lot of power 


‘so he could slide it. 


“He gave away three races to Eddie 
(Lawson) in 1981 because he burned 
up the tires. We'd tell him to go out 
and warm up the tire and his idea of 
warming up the tire was setting a 
new lap record. 

“One time at Daytona, Pierce and 





Cooley were out there in practice and 
here came this kid going 10 mph fast- 
er, obviously out of control. I was 
standing in the chicane with Udo 
(Geitl, now Honda’s racing manager, 
then a mechanic). Spencer came in so 
fast there was no way he could make 
it. Udo sort of nudged me like (as if to 
say) he’s crashed, we can go now...and 
Freddie just went flick-flick-flick and 
he was through the chicane and gone. 
We couldn’t believe it. 

“He’s into development now. But 
he never fails to astound me, every 
year we’re at Daytona. 

“The first time I met him I thought 





‘What a wimp...you’re gonna get 
sand kicked in your face or some- 
thing.’ He was so skinny, so pale. 
“Now he’s muscular. Of course 
just riding the 500s does that to you, 
but he trains, playing basketball, 
golf, going to a gym to work out.” 
One thing McLaughlin did in 1980 
was take Freddie to the Suzuka Eight 


. Hour. It was there that the highest- 


ranking Japanese at Honda and at 
Honda RSC were exposed to young 
Mr. Spencer, catching a glimpse of 
his capabilities. At lunch one day 
during the week, two top officials of 
Honda RSC sat across the table from 
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an American reporter, once a skeptic 
but now convinced of Freddie’s skill. 
“If you want to win races in the 500 
World Championship, put Freddie 
Spencer on your bike.” 

The Japanese nodded, thought it 
over, smiled. “Ah, so deska,” one of 
them said. “Good idea.” 

Daytona 1981. Honda has a four- 
stroke for Freddie. He qualifies third 
fastest, takes the lead on the first lap 
and pulls away rapidly. He stays in 
front until the first gas stop in the 
200-mile race, when his bike throws a 
connecting rod. 

The Superbike race didn’t go well 
for Freddie and Honda, either. At his 
gas stop, Freddie's Superbike caught 
fire, and he jumped off as flames 
soared. When the mechanics put the 
fire out, Freddie got back on the bike 
to finish third behind Cooley and 
Crosby. Before the pit, he had swapped 
the lead with the two Suzuki riders a 
dozen times. 

Joining Freddie on the Honda team 
that year was Mike Spencer, not re- 
lated, a Californian and first-year 
professional. ; 

At Elkhart Lake, Freddie was cruis- 
ingaloneout front, and slowed down. 
His pit crew didn’t tell him Mike 
started to gain ground. Mike caught 
Freddie and passed him. Even though 
he regained the lead quickly, Freddie 
was privately furious, taking race 
team manager Ron Murakami into 
his motorhome and yelling “T1 have 
your job for this!” according to me- 
chanics on the scene. 

Freddie threw such a fit that Hon- 
da’s advertisements of the one-two 
victory included a statement to pacify 
Freddie, pointing out that he fin- 
ished 14 seconds ahead of Mike. 

1981 was the year Freddie got to 
ride the NR500 (Rumors said it was 
an NR650, but that’s unproven.) At 
Laguna Seca, in front of NR design 
chief Mr. [rimajiri, Freddie beat Kenny 
Roberts and the Yamaha 500 in a heat 
race, to the cheers of the large crowd. 
The bike broke in the main event, but 
suddenly the idea of entering a four- 
stroke in Grand Prix races didn’t 
seem so crazy, and the Japanese 
smiled. 

Daytona 1982. Freddie and the 
incredible FWS1000 Honda V-4 are 
out in front, Roberts having already 
seized the Yamaha 500, Mike Bald- 
win and another FWS shadowing 
Spencer. Chunks start to fly from the 
rear tires on both FWS Hondas. 
Spencer loses several minutes in not 
one, but two extra pits stops to change 
rear wheels, yet, at the finish of the 
race, he is a scant 11 seconds behind 
winner Graeme Crosby. 

It was a good week for Freddie. He 
won the Superbike race easily. Europe 
was the next step. 

Freddie Spencer views his motor- 
cycle as being a tool for him to use to 
win, his mechanics say. He knows he 








will perform; he expects the motor- 
cycle to perform, too. He concen- 
trates his attention on riding, and if 
he can go a little faster by over- 
revving the engine between two 
corners, he does. 

Some riders pay religious attention 
to the tach. Freddie does anything he 
has to do to be competitive, to win. 
His religious attention is elsewhere. 

When Freddie comes in off the 
racetrack, his mind is still going at 
racetrack speed. He hands the bike 
over to his mechanics, maybe signs a 
few autographs, and walks into his 
motorhome. He opens a Dr. Pepper, 
and turns on his video recorder. On 
his color television screen flashes a 
movie, an episode of Dallas, a Los 
Angeles Lakers basketball game, a 
prize fight. 

Outside, Freddie is in a foreign 
world of road signs he can’t read and 
food he doesn’t like. Inside his motor 
home he knows everything; every- 
thing he sees is his. He is safe, back in 
Louisiana, all without leaving the 
pits. 

Freddie sips his Dr. Pepper and 
watches his television, and about 30 
minutes after he enters the motor- 
home, Erv joins him, sitting, watch- 
ing television. Suddenly, in the mid- 
dle of the movie “Caddyshack,” Fred- 
die says something about the bike to 
Erv. 3 


Freddie Spencer 
lives in the present. 
He has a problem, 
corrects it, forgets 

it. It’s history. 





Erv can pull information out of 
Freddie, and does so carefully, with 
skill gained through experience. The 
Japanese engineers from Honda can’t 
understand this, and when they bom- 
bard Freddie with questions imme- 
diately after a practice session, all 
they get is blank looks — Freddie 
can’t answer their questions at all, 
his mechanics say. 

But back in his motorhome, his 
little Louisiana, sipping a Dr. Pepper, 
watching TV, Freddie sits in comfort- 
able surroundings and all the time 
he’s going around the racetrack in his 
mind, suddenly discovering that may- 
be the front wheel was pushing in 
certain corners, and out pops the cru- 
cial information for Erv. 

Sometimes Erv will say something 
like “I think you're doing this, and I 
think we should try this. What do 
you think?” and Freddie will answer 
after a pause and a few more sips of 
Dr. Pepper. 

Sometimes the mechanics will be 



































working late on the bike, and Freddie 
will wander into the tent about 11:30 
p.m., carrying a Dr. Pepper, and say 
“Oh yeah, the rear end is sliding. 
Why is that, Erv?” 

Whenever his schedule allows, 
Freddie goes home. Some observers 
cynically suggested that Freddie's big- 
gest reason for boycotting Nogaro in 
1982 was that it meant he could fly 
home. Freddie frustrates and infuriates 
the Japanese from Honda, but nobody 
can argue with his results. The Japa- 
nese rented a racetrack the week before 
a Grand Prix in 1982, but Freddie 
didn’t bother to turn up until the 
morning of official practice. In his 
first 1] laps on that circuit, he set the 
fastest time. 

Freddie believes that he is better 
than anybody in the world when it 
comes to racing motorcycles. 

But it may be that he must feel that 
way to be able to race the way he does. 
To ride like Freddie may demand 
that mental attitude. Anyone who 
watched Freddie effortlessly take three 
seconds off Franco Uncini's best lap 
times in 1982 — on a slower, heavier 
bike — must be impressed. 

Freddie came from nothing, and 
now is very rich. He wears it well. 
Freddie looks at his accomplishments 
as “‘doing his job.” If he sets fastest 
practice time, then he’s satisfied that 
he did his job. He doesn’t make many 
excuses, and doesn’t complain much. 

Once a mechanic watched Freddie 
during practice. In one top-gear 
corner Freddie got into sucha terrible 
slide that he almost fell off the back of 
the motorcycle. Freddie came into the 
pits, and the mechanic asked him 
how the bike was working. 

“Oh, fine,” was Freddie’s reply. He 
did, however, come back into the tent 
later, Dr. Pepper in hand, and tell Erv 
that the rear end slid once or twice in 
practice. “Maybe the tire is too soft,” 
said Freddie. 

On the racetrack, Freddie Spencer 
lives in the present. He’ll lose the 
front end, the front wheel sliding 
sideways on the track, and he'll save 
it, and instantly is back in the groove, 
on the gas, going as fast as ever. He 
has a problem, corrects it, forgets it. 
It’s history — that was the last corner, 
and now he is totally absorbed in 
meeting the challenge of the next 
corner. 

Freddie has said that he believes 
that a guardian angel rides on his 
shoulder and protects him from harm. 
His most serious injury to date has 
been an arm broken in a high school 
basketball game. His collision with 
Uncini at Germany in 1982 did not 
shake his religious theory of non- 
injury, because the crash was caused 
by circumstances beyond his control. 





His pit crew didn’t correctly signal 
him that Mamola and Uncini were 
gaining. Freddie thought he had a 
five-second cushion when he had 2.5- 
seconds, and then he thought he hada 
2.5-second cushion when he had none. 

He was knocked out. When he re- 
covered consciousness in the hospi- 
tal, the first words he said to Erv were 
“Where did those guys come from?.”’ 

He injured his left ankle — tore 
ligaments — in a crash at the 1984 
South African Grand Prix, but that 
was because his NSR500’s composite 
rear wheel broke — hardly his fault. 

The closest Freddie has come re- 
cently to throwing himself on the 
ground was his crash at the Match 
Races. Observers said Freddie was 
pushing both wheels and steering 
into the slide every single lap, a dis- 
play that prompted Sheene to declare 
Spencer the world’s best rider ever. 

Unfortunately, one lap the bike 
didn’t respond just as it should, and 
Spencer fell, and broke toes in his 
right foot. 

Erv Kanemoto is 40 years old. He 
keeps Freddie’s spirits up, leads the 
crew in constantly joining with Fred- 
die, encouraging him, keeping him 
happy. Walk into Lucchinelli’s (1982) 
pits after a practice and there would 
be gloom over Lucky’s lap times 
compared to Freddie’s. But in Fred- 
die’s pits there was never gloom, just 
Freddie and his confidence and his 
joking mechanics, keeping everything 
happy. If there isa problem, it is con- 
fronted and dealt with, then forgotten. 

Erv may be 50% of Freddie’s suc- 
cess. Erv always has an answer when 
Freddie doesn’t know what to do, and 
Freddie always asks his opinion. Erv 
has those answers because he spends 
24 hours a day thinking about racing 
and racebikes, and Erv Kanemoto isa 
very smart man. 

And Freddie Spencer is a very good 
rider. 

He could be World Champion a 
dozen times, if nothing crazy happens, 
if his Honda can doit. Freddie Spencer 
will do his part. He'll set the fast time 
and winand then retire into his motor- 
home for a Dr. Pepper and some bas- 
ketall tapes. 

It’s easy to imagine him after win- 
ning the 1983 Championship: sitting 
in his motorhome when Erv comes in 
and sits with him, and between bas- 
kets and rebounds Freddie turns to 
him suddenly, and says something 
like “Well, we're World Champions 
now. What do you think about that, 
Erv?” 

And Erv tells Freddie what he needs 
to know to win another champion- 
ship, and another, and another... 

Whether 1984 will be his second 
remains to be seen. _ s e

10,000 MILES ON A

Ten Thousand Miles Down 
The Road 


All the detail changes to the latest 
Gold Wing may make for interesting 
reading, but don’t say a thing about 
how the hardware holds up in actual 
service. Our test bike, a shiny-new 1984 
Gold Wing Interstate, frankly wasn’t 
treated too kindly. Ten thousand miles 
rolled up on the clock in just over six 
months of daily use. Only two long 
trips helped account for that mileage, 
and the majority of the odometer 
clicks were earned the hard way: 
commuting to work, bops down to 
the local market, hauling photo 
equipment to the races...and like 
that. The bike was shamelessly sub- 
jected to the acid rains of southern 
California, ridden through the snows 
of Texas, and baked in the sun of the 
Mojave Desert. Ten thousand miles 
worth of white lines help to paint a 
picture of what it’s like to live with a 
Gold Wing. 


Mechanically, the Wing ran 
through the five digits with few prob- 
lems. Gas mileage worked out to 45 
mpg — a figure which could be 





dropped into the mid thirties with an 
anxious wrist, or stretched near 50 
while respecting the speed limit. With 
a 5.8 gallon fuel supply, the new 
Wing will run nearly 200 miles before 
the fuel warning light glows. No 
mechanical reserve tap is provided. 

The Wing’s first trip was a mid- 
December run to Dallas, just in time 
for some record low temperatures in 
that region. Our man was shivering 
along in temperatures near zero, when 
he noticed the scene in the rear view 
mirrors was obstructed by blue smoke. 
A hasty roadside inspection showed 
the offending oil to be blowing out 
from the accordion boot which links 
the transmission and the swingarm. 

It may have been possible to repair 
the boot at roadside, but the tempta- 
tion to truck the stricken Wing to a 
Honda dealership — and to thaw out 
next to a heater — proved too much 
to resist. 

The boot was easily replaced, and 
in the course of checking the bike 
over it was discovered that one of the 
camshaft oil seals had also developed 
aleak. Disassembly of the right cylin- 
der head revealed a small burr on the 





surface of the camshaft, and the rota- 
tion of that burr had literally shredded 
the seal. Since a new camshaft wasn’t 
available, the shop mechanic opted 
to file the burr smooth and bolt the 
head back together with a new seal. 
Both seals held tight for the return 
trip to Honda, where the bike was 
again disassembled and a new cam- 
shaft installed. This repair would 
have, of course, been covered by 
Honda’s generous two-year unlimited 
mileage warranty. 

Honda had no explanation for the 
boot, but their spokesman’s best guess 
with the cam is that the offending 
burr was the result of “careless hand- 
ling when the engine was assembled” 
(read: someone dropped the camshaft). 
The failure of the two seals is very 
unusual for Gold Wings, and could 
have been the result of rushed assem- 
bly: our test bike being one of the very 
first off the assembly line. Aside from 
the problems with the seals, the test 
Wing neither burned or leaked oil for 
10,000 miles. 

The increased size of the tires paid 
off handsomely in terms of tread life. 
The rear tire stil] had reasonable

tread left after the test — more than a 
little surprising for a motorcycle of 
this size. Then again, a Volkswagen 
car has about the same size tires as 
this newest Wing. 

The improved self-canceling turn 
signals got high praises. When first 
riding the Wing, it’s easy to curse 
while attempting to center the switch 
and cancel the signal. On one occa- 
sion, I gave up: watching to see how 
long the signal would blink before 
canceling. To my surprise, the signal 
canceled at just the right moment — 
as it did for any type of turn. The new 
Wing incorporates a time/speed/ 
distance computer which is also linked 
to how sharply the front wheel is 
turned. This electronic brain defies 
being faked out, and always knew 
when tocancel the blink. Remarkable. 

There was, however, one gremlin 
within the electrical system. The entire 
system — lights, ignition, horn, the 
works — developed the curious habit 
of going dead when the handlebars 
were turned to full left lock. This was 
an intermittent problem, surfacing 
just often enough to keep the rider 
wary during tight left turns. Since the

problem was likely to be in the wir- 
ing harness leading to the steering 
head, curing it would have involved 
removing great pieces of the body- 
work. The exact cause remains a mys- 
tery...one that would be solved within 
the warranty. 

Speaking of tight left turns, the 
sheer bulk of this motorcycle proved 
a challenge when paddling in tight 
spaces. Once, in the course of park- 
ing the bike ona narrow walkway, all 
723 pounds of this behemoth rolled 
gently but decisively into a fence. 
The price: one taillight lens, which 
was later cemented together with ace- 
tone. 

Other glitches? One of the plastic 
covers in the fairing (where a radio 
speaker would be installed) managed 
to shake itself loose. Attempts to 
fasten it back into the fairing suc-

ceeded in breaking the little tangs ` 


which retain the cover, leaving it 
with a permanent droop. The latch 
for adjusting the seat also hung up a 
bit; a problem that a few minutes of 
fiddling and a spritz of WD-40 would 
likely cure. 

Handling remained reasonably sure 
and wobble-free throughout the test. 
Granted, most of the mileage was 
rolled under the wheels with a min- 
imal load, and Honda's rear shocks 
are notorious for long-term suffering 
when the bike is fully loaded. Make 
no mistake: the Wing ain’tno canyon 
racer, but it certainly isn’t a slouch. 
Besides...if someone challenges you 
to an impromptu race in the hills of 
southern California, you can accept 
that challenge with confidence. Just 
set the finish line in Denver. 

Cosmetically, the bike stood up

well to what amounted to six months 
of daily neglect. The chrome showed 
no signs of rust, and the paint and 
vinyl surfaces were easily shined to 
“as new” condition. In fact, the pho- 
tography which accompanies this 
article was shot at the end of the test. 

Overall, our 1984 Gold Wing proved 
to be sound and reliable for the dura- 
tion of the test. Gold Wings have a 
world-wide reputation for reliability 
— a reputation the bike has earned 
over the past nine years. There are a 
good many Wings which have sailed 
past the 50,000 mile mark, and a sur- 
prising number which have gone on 
to see 100,000 miles. Our six-month 
visit with the new 1984 Gold Wing 
showed this newest version to be 
worthy of this reputation. 

For some riders, the most crucial 
question for determining the suita- 
bility of a touring bike reads like this: 
would you pack that motorcycle to- 
morrow mornipg and ride it from 
coast to coast? With 10,000 miles 
showing on the clock of the 1984 
Gold Wing parked downstairs, the 
answer is yes. °

GL1200 when the Gold Wing 


was first introduced in 1974, it ap- 
peared as a slab-seated motorcycle 
with spoked wheels; a bike with the 
potential to become a cross-continent 
cruiser. The direct descendant of that 
early Wing still exists, in the form of 
the GL1200. This model sports the 
cast wheels and stepped seat of the 
more deluxe Wings, as well as the 
new engine, frame and running gear. 
Missing are the saddlebags, trunk 
and fairing...making this a heavy- 
weight motorcycle without the tour- 
ing appendages. This Gold Wing 
could form the starting point for a 
custom-built tourer, ready to accept 
the accessories and gadgetry of the 
owner's choice. ; j 





Interstate The next step up 
the line is the Gold Wing Interstate. 
This model sports the classic touring 
fairing with integrated lowers, color- 
matched saddlebags and travel trunk. 
This is the model which might be 
dubbed “The thinking man’s Wing,” 
in that it has all the touring body- 
work and cargo space of the top-line 
Wing, with none of the frills and 
goodies which drive up the cost. Tra- 
ditional analog gauges grace the con- 
sole of the Interstate, giving the ma- 
chine a simple and uncluttered ap- 
pearance. 


Aspenc ade Forthe top of the 


line Gold Wing, Honda pulled out all 
the stops and gave this king-of-Wings 
virtually every lavishment known to 
touring. 

Mechanically, the Aspencade sports 
dual front disc brakes which are in- 
ternally vented for improved cooling. 
An on-board air compressor with a 
battery of switches is patched into the 
air suspension, and features a separate 
air valve for inflating footballs, air 
mattresses and flat tires. 

For instrumentation, the Aspen- 
cade does away with antiquated 
needle-and-pointer analog gauges: all 
readouts for speed, tach and engine 
functions are liquid-crystal digital dis- 
plays. Also on the digital roster are 
the trip odometer, gear position indi- 
cator and a quartz clock. Integrated 
into the dashboard is an impressive 
12-watt radio/cassette/intercom unit, 
which can be patched into an optional 
CB radio for complete communica- 
tions control. 

Finishing touches for this top line 
tourer include a fancy chrome-plated 
tool kit, comfy passenger floorboards 
(instead of footpegs), and a pair of 
dandy zip-shut storage bags to the 
sides of the backrest. No doubt about 
it, thenew Aspencade is for folks who 
believe in going all the way when 
touring. i e

Mid-Summer Classic a 
nice dream for Faria

LONG BEACH, CA, JULY 14 
‘Flying’ Mike Faria proved to 
be the big man as he swept the 
Scratch ride of the program to 
take home the big money in the 
second annual Coors Mid-Summer 
Classic at Long Beach Veteran's Sta- 
dium. 

Faria, who lost the Scratch main at 
the Fair Derby by a half a wheel, was 
determined to reverse the decision. 
He pulled gate two for the start of the 
main and jumped into the lead over 
Brad Oxley, Keith Chrisco and Steve 
Lucero. Chrisco, riding hurt, pushed 
his Jawa by Oxley for second on the 
outside in turn one. He came down 
off the deep stuff in turn two and 
made a move on Faria. He started to 
pull alongside the leader on the back 
chute but Faria, aboard the Budwei- 
ser/Shoei/Kal Gard/Riverside Mitsu- 
bishi/Oakley/STP/Stephenson’s 
Flowers Weslake, pulled him going 
into the third turn. From that point 
on Faria opened up a lead. With 
Faria opening it up, the crowd’s 
attention switched to the battle for 
third between Oxley and Luero.

Brian McGonigal (Yam), AMA 
Novice Randy Roose (Yam) and Pat- 
terson were circuiting the “short 
track,” which is actually a little over 
a quarter mile in length, behind 
Strong. Strong left everybody well 
behind during the 12-lap main event 
while McGonigal loomed in second 
and Patterson made up the top three. 
Roose, A.J. Eschwig (Hon) and Jeff 
Still (Yam) gave chase and held down 
the fourth through sixth positions, 
but it was Strong riding all alone, 
unchallenged for yet another win.

after Booth. Roose, Carter, Marty 
Zirbel and Californian Cannon (Yam) 
made up the top five at the half. 
Booth got his first taste of Regional 
TT victory, defeating Roose and Car- 
ter, who were second and third. Zirbel 
and Cannon filled out the top five 
followed by A.J. Eschwig (Hon) and 
Blagg. 

The 15-lap Junior main event was 
a crash-marred event. Fast time setter 
Terry Wahl took a nasty spill on the 
fourth lap of the main event, bring- 
ing out the red flags and giving Fitz- 
hugh another chance of catching 
leader Fisher. Fisher used the single 
file start to his advantage, putting his 
Sip-N-Dippity’s/Buffalo/Simpson/ 
Garner Yamaha/Wood-Rotax into 
the lead over Fitzhugh, who rode 
Fisher's rear wheel for three laps. 
Then Fitzhugh had mechanical woes 
and dropped back in a Brian McGon- 
igal (Rtx)/Chad Felicio (W-R)/Frank 
Crane Jr. (Hon) pack.

But, Green 
soon moved into a lead all to himself. 
Fay and Barkman swapped it out for 
second ahead of a Sullivan/Hurst/ 
Wincewicz/Word war. Barkman put 
a surprising pass on Fay’s Rotax to 
move into second. The positions be- 
gan to settle on lap 10, as Green put 
his National expertise to test and 
motored away with the win, good for 
nearly $1000.

Hipp quickly regained the lead and 
had to fight off Palang through the 
last lap. Palang tried, without success, 
to find his way past Hipp. The race 
was decided in a dragrace to the fin- 
ish line, and Palang won, by less than 
half a wheellength. The third place 
battle was also decided in the dash to 


the finish line, with Ida outrunning 


Kelly. 

The 750cc Superstreet riders had to 
do a tapdance while they waited on 
the grid for the Open Superstreet rid- 
ers in the first wave to pull away — 
the track was too hot to stand on!

Kawasaki-mounted Whitley took 
control of the 125cc A Stock class from 
gate to finish in moto one, leaving 
fellow Kawasaki riders Carroll Ri- 
chardson and Kit Vick to battle for 
runner-up positions. Whitley’s se- 
cond-moto victory was an uphill 
climb from the start. First he had to 
overcome Vick’s holeshot, only to be 
hard charged by Richardson for the 
remainder of the race. Even back-of- 
the-pack action was tight, with Jason 
Otto and Donald Hudson locking 
horns throughout all three motos. 
With Whitley’s opting out of moto 
three, Vick and Richardson were left 
to do battle for second overall, with 
Vick the victor. 

All that was seen of 15-year-old 
Eddie Vreeland was a red streak, as he 
swept through moto one of the 125cc 
B Stock class. But the victory laurels 
went to Chad Parker, when he domi- 
nated motots two and three of the 
125cc B Stock and captured the over- 
all title in the 125cc B Modified class 
as well. Parker’s Stock class victories 


‘were not easily won, however. Vree- 


land was never more than a few bike- 
lengths behind. Moto three ended in 
a final turn jam between Vreeland 
and Parker, with Vreeland surrender- 
ing both the race and the overall. 
Consistency played the leading role 
in Steven Hill’s third overall finish 
ahead of Tommy Collier. Hill chalked 
up two third-place finishes behind 
Vreeland and Collier in moto one 
and Parker and Vreeland in moto 
two.

The second biggest race of the 
1984 Mulkey ORV Park sche- 
dule had Tim Michlitsch mas- 
sacre two Classes at the Pro/

Dale Walker took the Top Fuel 
honors and Lee Hayes lowered
